Few  economic  developments  of  the  nineteenth  century  have 
been  so  fundamental  as  those  which  have  centred  round  the 
question  of  markets.  To  the  modern  world  the  public  market 
is  a  thing  of  comparative  unimportance.  True,  the  various 
exchanges  for  stocks  and  for  produce  still  flourish  as  places  for 
the  meeting  of  buyers  and  sellers  of  certain  kinds  of  commodities ; 
and  the  markets  and  fairs  for  greengroceries,  cattle,  etc.,  which 
are  held  in  large  cities  and  country  towns  alike,  cannot  be 
neglected  by  anyone  studying  the  present  organisation  of  com- 
merce. The  Leeds  Market  in  Vicar  Lane  means  a  great  deal  to 
the market-gardeners  and  greengrocers  who  resort  there,  at  an 
hour  when  most  of  us  are  snug  in  bed.  It  is  also  a  happy 
hunting-ground  for  thousands  who  flock  there  on  Saturday 
evenings,  intent  on  bargains.  Or  again,  the .  transactions  which 
take  place  on  the  floor  of  the  Leeds  Corn  Exchange  are  at  times 
quite  considerable.  But  even  admitting  all  these  modifications, 
it  is  nevertheless  true  that  the  public  market  has  declined  very 
much  in  its  scope  and  in  its  importance.  The  multiplication 
of  retail  shops,  the  establishment  of  show-rooms  and  warehouses, 
the  growth  of  the  system  of  giving  orders  to  merchants  and 
manufacturers,  the  extension  in  the  field  of  advertising,  and  the 
employment  of  commercial  travellers,  these  and  many  other 
developments  have  removed  the  processes  of  exchange  from  the 
public  market,  and  have  provided  facilities  for  purchase  of  a 
more  private  character. 

This  being  so,  it  is  difficult  for  us,  especially  those  of  us 
who  are  young,  to  realise  the  tremendous  importance  of  the 
cloth  halls  in  the  economic  organisation  of  the  textile  industry. 
We  occasionally  hear  some  veteran  refer  to  the  orations  delivered 
in  the  yards  of  these  halls  by  the  political  heroes  of  the  Vic- 
torian era.  In  our  wanderings  around  the  Corn  Exchange,  we 
note  a  dirty,  low  building  under  the  shadow  of  the  North-East- 
ern  main  line,  and  observe  that  the  street  which  leads  to  it  is 
known  as  "  White  Cloth  Hall  Street.   .  The  name  presents  a 
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puzzle  to  us,  and  from  the  appearance  ol  tlie  building  we  are 
convinced  that  the  adjective  "  Wliite  "  must  have  referred  to 
the  cloth,  and  not  to  the  Hall.  But  the  whole  matter  leaves 
us  cold,  and  we  fail  to  realise  that  this  dour,  brick  erection, 
with  its  cupola  still  standing  over  what  was  once  a  gateway, 
has  played  a  great  part  in  the  earlier  developments  of  the 
commerce  of  Leeds.  It  may  not  be  amiss  therefore,  to  present 
to  the  members  of  the  Thoresby  Society  a  few  facts  concerning 
cloth  halls  in  general,  and  the  White  Cloth  Hall  in  particular. 

This  Hall,  the  broken  relics  of  which  still  survive  down  in 
the  Calls,  was  the  third  of  such  buildings  which  were  provided 
for  the  marketing  of  white  cloths.  In  order  to  understand  the 
nature  of  such  a  market,  it  is  necessary  to  glance  for  a  moment 
at  the  general  organisation  of  the  textile  industry  of  the  West 
Riding,  as  it  existed  in  the  days  when  the  cloth  halls  were  of 
vital  importance.  Prior  to  the  Industrial  Revolution  and  the 
growth  of  the  factory  system,  the  woollen  industry  of  this 
county  was  carried  on  by  a  multitude  of  small  masters,  or 
clothiers,  as  they  were  called.  There  were  few  really  wealthy 
manufacturers,  and  no  great  captains  of  industry  or  joint  stock 
companies.  The  unit  was  the  small  clothier.  In  other  parts 
of  England  conditions  were  somewhat  different  ;  for  instance,  the 
textile  industries  of  East  Anglia  and  the  West  of  England  were 
ruled  by  clothiers  of  considerable  means,  who  employed  a  large 
number  of  workpeople,  and  who,  in  the  scale  of  their  operations 
and  the  extent  of  their  output,  were  somewhat  similar  to  the 
manufacturers  of  the  present  day.  Further,  in  the  worsted 
industry,  which  was  established  in  the  West  Riding  shortly  after 
the  Restoration,  and  which  made  great  strides  during  the  eight- 
eenth century,  the  large  master  manufacturer  predominated. 
But,  in  the  woollen  industry,  which  had  centred  round  Leeds, 
Wakefield,  and  Halifax,  from  the  fourteenth  century  onwards, 
it  was  the  small  clothier  who  prevailed.  Such  a  man  was  a 
manufacturer,  but  did  a  little  farming  as  a  by-occupation. 
Attached  to  his  cottage  was  a  piece  of  land  from  one  to  fifteen 
acres  in  extent,  on  which  he  kept  pigs,  poultry,  a  cow  or  two, 
a  horse  or  an  ass,  or  on  which  he  grew  potatoes,  vegetables, 
and  such  crops  as  did  not  require  a  great  amount  of  attention. 
He  was  the  head  of  a  firm  which  might  employ  only  his  own 
family,  or  which  might  be  so  extensive  as  to  enlist  the  services 
of  a  number  of  journeymen,  women,  and  apprentices.  There 
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was  considerable  variety  in  the  size  of  such  concerns,  but  even 
the  largest  clothiers  seldom  employed  above  twenty  or  thirty 
persons  in  all> 

The  general  procedure  of  the  industry  can  be  briefly  sketched. 
The  clothier  went  to  the  wool  market,  or  to  the  headquarters 
of  some  wool-stapler,  or  to  the  farm  of  a  wool-grower,  and  there 
made  his  purchases.  With  the  larger  clothiers  the  journey  to 
the  Wolds  was  an  event  of  great  moment,  but  the  meaner " 
masters  were  content  to  buy  through  the  medium  of  a  wool- 
stapler,  i.e.  a  middle-man,  who  collected  wool  from  the  various 
wool-producing  counties,  cleaned  and  sorted  it  into  different 
qualities  and  grades,  and  then  sold  the  appropriate  kind  to  the 
clothiers  who  were  in  need  of  that  particular  type  of  raw 
material. 

The  wool  was  then  taken  to  the  clothier's  home,  where  it 
w^as  prepared  for  spinning.  If  the  cloth  was  intended  to  be  a 
"mixed"  or  ''coloured"  fabric,  the  wool  was  at  once  dyed. 
But  vast  quantities  of  wool  were  made  up  into  white  "  cloths, 
which  were  sold  in  an  undyed  and  unfinished  condition.  In 
such  cases  the  wool  did  not  go  through  the  process  of  dyeing. 
The  manufacture  of  white  cloths  was  carried  on  throughout  a 
very  widespread  area,  including  the  following  places  : — Mirfield, 
Hopton,  Hartshead,  Cleckheaton,  Wyke,  Hunsworth,  Bierley, 
Liversedge,  Heckmondwike,  Birstal,  Gomersal,  Batley,  Morley, 
Dewsbury,  Soothill,  Thornhill,  Ossett,  Alverthorpe,  Idle,  Bradford, 
Bowling,  Kirkheaton,  etc.  These  towns  and  villages  lie  in  the 
strip  of  country  which  stretches  from  Bradford  to  Wakefield. 
The  centre  nearest  to  Leeds  is  Morley,  and  thus  the  white  cloth 
district  was  situated  some  distance  away  from  Leeds.  The  vil- 
lages nearer  our  city  specialised  on  coloured  cloths,  whilst  the 
white  cloth  area  lay  more  to  the  south  and  west.  Both  types 
of  cloth,  however,  found  their  market  in  Leeds,  though,  as  we 
shall  see  shortly,  this  situation  of  the  white  cloth  market  outside 
the  actual  manufacturing  area  was  at  times  a  source  of  trouble. 
But  to  get  back  to  our  sketch  of  the  manufacture ;  the  wool,  • 
after  being  cleaned,  was  handed  out  to  be  carded  and  spun. 
These  processes  might  be  carried  on  by  the  clothier's  wife  and 
children  ;  but  in  most  cases  the  amount  of  yarn  which  a  cloth- 
ier's own  family  could  spin  was  quite  inadequate,  and  hence

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external  assistance  had  to  be  obtained.  Wometi  and  children 
throughout  the  neighbourhood  were  set  to  work,  and  it  was  no 
uncommon  thing  for  wool  to  be  taken  into  the  East  and  North 
Ridings,  Lancashire,  Cheshire  and  Derby,  in  order  to  find  a 
sufficient  supply  of  spinners.  Young  and  old  were  employed 
at  this  task,  and  many  writers  of  the  eighteenth  century  point 
out,  with  apparent  approbation,  that  scarcely  anyone  from  four 
years  upwards  was  unable  to  earn  his  or  her  own  living,  granted, 
of  course,  the  use  of  eyes  and  limbs.  The  wool  when  spun  was 
returned  to  the  clothier's  headquarters,  and  was  then  prepared 
for  the  loom.  The  weaving  was  generally  done  by  the  clothier, 
assisted  by  a  son  or  apprentice  ;  but,  in  addition,  it  was  often 
the  custom  to  employ  one  or  two  journeymen,  who  worked  either 
in  their  master's  loom-shops,  or  in  their  own  homes.  The  weav- 
ing by  handloom  was  slow,  cumbrous,  and  monotonous,  and 
demanded  considerable  physical  exertion.  Still,  it  was  too  rapid 
for  the  spinners,  and  at  times  the  weaver  had  to  "  play  "  for 
want  of  yarn,  and  hence  it  was  very  unusual  for  a  clothier  to 
weave  above  two  cloths  per  week. 

When  the  piece  was  woven,  it  was  taken  to  the  fulling-mill 
to  be  fulled,  scoured,  and  washed.  These  processes  removed  all 
the  grease  and  dirt  which  had  accumulated  in  the  material 
whilst  it  was  passing  through  the  various  processes,  and  made 
the  white  cloth  really  white.  Then  to  the  tenter-frame,  on 
which  the  cloth  was  stretched  and  left  to  dry.  The  piece  was 
now  ready  for  the  market ;  it  had  still  many  processes  to  under- 
go before  it  was  ready  to  be  made  up  into  clothes,  but  this 
work  was  left  to  those  who  bought  the  fabrics  from  the  clothier. 
The  cloth  was  sold  "in  the  rough,"  and  it  is  very  doubtful 
whether  any  of  these  small  clothiers  ever  took  a  fully  finished 
piece  to  market. 

The  general  features  of  the  Leeds  Cloth  Market,  as  described 
by  Thoresby,  Defoe,  and  others,  are  too  well-known  to  need 
repetition  here.  In  the  seventeenth  century  the  market  was  held 
on  Leeds  Bridge,  and  here  clothier  and  merchant  or  factor  met 
and  made  their  transactions.  In  June,  1684,  the  market  was 
moved  "  by  order  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  from  off  the 
Bridge  to  the  broad  street  above,  to  prevent  the  inconveniency 
from  the  cold  air  of  the  water  in  winter,  and  the  trouble  of 
carts  and  carriages  in  summer."^   Thus  established  up  Briggate,

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the  cloth  market  was  held  at  an  early  hour  every  Tuesday 
and  Saturday  morning,  until  improved  accommodation  caused 
its  transference  to  other  quarters. 

This  improvement  came  in  the  shape  of  cloth  halls,  of  which 
a  great  number  was  built  in  the  next  century.  Halifax,  for 
instance,  had  a  Cloth  Hall  about  1700,  which  seems  to  have 
been  the  first  erection  of  its  kind  in  the  county.  The  Leeds 
White  Cloth  Hall  came  third,  so  now  let  us  turn  to  a  detailed 
consideration  of  the  provisions  which  were  made  for  marketing 
white  cloths  during  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries. 

Much  might  be  written  about  the  beneficial  effects  of  com- 
petition in  inducing  enterprise  and  fostering  progress.  Monopoly 
may  easily  tend  to  create  stagnation  and  send  people  to  sleep  ; 
but  the  first  breath  of  potential  or  actual  competition  soon 
dispels  such  complacency,  and  rouses  people  to  energetic  action. 
This  was  the  motive  which  did  much  to  impel  the  people  of 
Leeds  to  provide  better  facilities  for  the  white  cloth  market. 
The  position  of  Leeds  as  a  centre  for  that  trade  is  somewhat 
surprising,  for  Leeds  was  well  outside  the  white  cloth  area. 
Into  the  reasons  for  its  control  over  this  market  there  is  no 
need  to  enter  here  ;  but  it  would  seem  that  Dewsbury,  Wake- 
field, Batley,  or  some  other  community  which  lay  in  the  heart 
of  the  district  might  have  made  a  better  market  than  Leeds. 
True,  there  were  other  markets  at  Wakefield,  Halifax,  and 
Huddersfield,  but  these  were  almost  insignificant  when  compared 
with  the  bi-weekly  meetings  which  took  place  at  Leeds. ^ 

During  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  century  this  anoma- 
lous arrangement  began  to  impress  itself  on  the  minds  of 
some  people,  and  attempts  were  made  to  challenge  the  com- 
mercial supremacy  of  Leeds.  The  first  trouble  came  from  High- 
town,  at  that  time  a  mere  hamlet  near  Liversedge,  and  therefore 
situate  in  the  very  heart  of  the  white  cloth  area.  On  every 
hand  were  villages  and  isolated  houses  in  which  the  manu- 
facture of  undyed  cloths  was  being  carried  on.  Therefore,  why 
not  a  market  at  Hightown  ?    So  thought  two  enterprising  gentle-

May  it  please  your  Grace, — 

WE,  whose  names  are  underwritten,  on  the  behalf e  of 
ourselves,  and  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants  within  the  Burrough 
of  Leedes,  humbly  represent  to  your  Grace  that  Mr.  Green  and 
Mr.  Brooke,  two  private  persons,  Did  lately  as  Lords  of  the 
Man^  of  High  Town,  peticion  her  Majty  for  the  grant  of  a  Market 
for  white  woollen  cloth,  a  manufacture  almost  wholy  sold  in 
this  Town  weekly,  on  munday,  the  day  next  before  our  Cloth 
market,  and  that  of  Huddersfield,  at  High  Town  aforesaid,  a 
small  hamlet  in  this  neighbourhood  situate  near  the  Center  of 
the  most  considerable  markets  for  Cloth  and  all  other  comodities 
in  this  County,  Viz*  Huddersfield,  Hallifax,  Wakefield,  Bradford, 
and  Leedes.  Upon  which  peticion  her  Maj^y  was  pleas 'd  to 
issue  out  her  writ  oi  Ad  quod  dampnum  to  the  Sheriffe  of  this 
County,  who  in  obedience  thereto  sumoned  a  Jury  of  Gentlemen 
of  great  quality  and  Estate  of  whom  fifteen  were  sworn.  And 
on  Thursday,  the  24th  of  November  last,  after  a  Long  examina- 
cion  of  many  witnesses,  and  hearing  almost  as  many  Councell 
on  all  sides,  did  upon  their  oathes  unanimously  finde  that  the 
erecting  a  market  at  High  Town  for  white  woollen  cloth  would 
be  to  the  damage  and  prejudice  of  the  sev'all  markets  of  Leedes, 
Wakefield,  Hallifax,  and  Huddersfield. 

Neverthelesse  the  same  restlesse  persons,  pursuing  their  own 
advantage  and  private  Gain  in  opposition  to  the  publtck  good, 
and  to  the  great  detriment  of  this  and  all  neighbouring  market 
towns,  have,  as  we  are  informed,  renewed  their  peticion.  To 
obviate  w^h  great  mischief,  We  humbly  pray  that  your  Grace, 
who  wel  knows  that  as  a  competent  number  of  Markets  are  for 
the  benefit  of  trade  and  comerce,  so  the  unnecessary  creation  of 
new  markets  will  divide,  weaken,  and  destroy  trade,  and  render 
small  Towns  a  nuisance  to  the  publick  as  well  as  to  one  another, 
That  therefore  your  Grace  would  interpose  your  great  interests 
with  her  Majty  to  prevent  the  granting  of  a  new  market  at  the 
said  Hamlet  called  High  Town  or  any  other  place  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, wherein  your  Grace  will  ever  oblige  to  the  utmost 
gratitude.  "1

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Hightown  was  completely  vanquished,  but  the  wind  soon 
blew  from  another  quarter.  Wakefield  had  been  making  steady 
progress  during  the  seventeenth  century,  and  its  facilities  as  a 
market  for  wool,  cloth,  and  corn  had  been  immeasurably 
improved  by  the  opening  of  the  Aire  and  Calder  Navigation  in 
1699.  This  made  the  town  a  serious  rival  to  Leeds,  and  the 
commercial  jealousy  between  the  two  places  was  very  keen. 
Leeds  was  therefore  much  perturbed  when  it  learned,  in  1710, 
that  Wakefield  had  followed  the  example  of  Halifax  and  had 
provided  a  Cloth  Hall.  Leeds  must  rise  to  the  challenge,  and 
on  August  14th,  1710,  Thoresby  writes  in  his  Diary :  "  Rode 
with  Mayor  and  others  to  my  Lord  Irwin,  about  erecting  of  a 
Hall  for  white  cloths  in  Kirkgate,  to  prevent  the  damage  to 

this  town  of  one  lately  erected  at  Wakefield,  with 

design  to  engross  the  woollen  trade."  Irwin  gave  his  active 
support,  and  provided  the  site  for  the  hall.  So  expeditiously 
was  the  project  carried  forward  that  on  April  22nd,   171 1, 

Thoresby  was  able  "  to  go  see  the  New  White  Cloth 

Market  in  Kirkgate,  opened  this  day."  This  hall,  the  first  to 
be  set  up  in  Leeds,  is  described  by  Thoresby  as  follows  : — "  A 
stately  hall  for  white  cloths  erected  at  near  £1,000  charge,  by 
certain  merchants  and  tradesmen  in  the  town.  'Tis  built 
upon  pillars  and  arches  in  the  form  of  an  exchange,  with  a 
quadrangular  court  within  ;  both  the  higher  and  lower  stories 
are  replenished  with  that  sort  of  goods  that  till  this  juncture 
the  clothiers  had  to  carry  samples  of  to  each  of  the  merchants' 
houses  they  dealt  with,  and  these  had  the  trouble  on  emergent 
occasions  to  ride  to  the  several  townships  or  hamlets  of  Heaton, 
Birkenshaw,  Bradforddale,  Alverthorpe,  Birstall,  Littletown, 
Heckmondwike,  Batley,  etc.,  as  they  are  enumerated  upon 
the  doors  of  the  district  repositories,  where  the  goods  are  lodged 
till  the  weekly  market  upon  Tuesday  afternoons,  of  which  notice 
is  given  by  a  bell  in  a  beautiful  cupola  painted  and  gilt."^ 

Thanks  to  this  hall,  and  to  the  general  expansion  in  trade 
during  the  eighteenth  century,  the  market  for  white  cloths 
flourished  during  the  next  forty  years  ;  so  much  so,  that  by  the 
fifties  it  was  recognised  that  the  Kirkgate  Hall  was  too  small. 
In  1755,  therefore,  the  market  was  moved  south  of  the  river, 
to  a  new  hall  which  had  been  built  by  the  clothiers  on  a  strip 
of  land  situate  between  Hunslet  Lane  and  Meadow  Lane.  This 
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second  hall  was  larger  than  its  predecessor,  being  seventy  yards 
by  ten  yards,  and  here  for  the  next  twenty  years  the  market 
found  a  home. 

During  those  twenty  years  the  industry  enjoyed  a  period  of 
great,  though  not  unbroken,  prosperity,  and  the  output  of  cloth 
for  the  whole  riding  increased  by  nearly  loo  per  cent.  This 
expansion  taxed  the  accommodation  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall 
to  the  utmost,  and  it  soon  became  necessary  to  look  around 
for  more  commodious  premises.  In  1775,  therefore,  the  third 
White  Cloth  Hall  was  opened,  and  served  the  trade  for  nearly 
a  century. 

The  incident  which  gave  the  impetus  to  this  third  effort 
was  very  similar  to  that  which  had  brought  the  first  hall  into 
existence,  namely  the  possibility  of  competition  from  some  new 
market.  On  this  occasion  Gomersal  was  the  thorn  in  the  flesh, 
a  thorn  which  undoubtedly  gave  Leeds  much  pain  and  trouble 
before  it  was  removed.  Gomersal,  like  Hightown,  was  in  the 
thick  of  the  white  cloth  area,  and  in  1774  a  number  of  in- 
fluential merchants  and  landed  gentry  who  resided  in  those  parts 
decided  to  procure  the  establishment  of  a  market  at  Gomersal, 
so  as  to  save  the  clothiers  the  worry  and  fatigue  of  the  seven 
or  eight  miles'  journey  to  Leeds.  A  piece  of  land  was  given, 
money  subscribed,  and  a  hall  erected  at  Gomersal  Hill  Top. 
Such  a  rival  at  once  aroused  the  opposition  of  the  White  Cloth 
Hall  Trustees,  who  devoted  a  great  amount  of  time  and  money 
to  attempting  to  destroy  the  upstart.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
this  new  market  was  illegal  until  it  had  obtained  a  licence  from 
the  Crown  ;  that  being  so,  the  Trustees  pursued  the  policy  laid 
down  in  the  following  letter : — 

Leeds  Mercury,  December  5th,  1775. 
WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  the  Leeds  White 
Cloth  Hall  Committee  that  the  supporters  of  the  Hall  at  Gomer- 
sal Hill  Top  have  prevailed  upon  several  clothiers  to  sign  a 
bond,  obliging  themselves  not  to  expose  their  cloth  for  sale  at 
any  other  place  than  Gomersall,  which  bond  is  void  and  con- 
trary to  law,  the  Committee  of  the  Leeds  Hall  hereby  undertake 
to  indemnify  the  Clothiers  who  have  signed  such  bond  against 
all  costs  and  damages  that  may  attend  any  action  that  shall  be 
brought  against  them  thereon." 

Such  fulminations  did  not  dismay  the  leaders  of  the  opposi- 
tion.   They  were  encouraged  in  their  action  by  the  local  gentry 
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and  merchants,  who  answered  the  threats  of  the  Leeds  Trustees 
by  issuing  the  following  declaration  of  approval  of  the  action 
of  the  Gomersal  clothiers  : — 

December  26th,  1775. 

Gentlemen, — 

We,  being  truly  desirous  of  promoting  the  Woollen 
Trade  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  think  it  expedient  to 
signify  to  you  our  entire  approbation  of  your  erection  of  a 
Hall  at  Gomersal  in  order  to  establish  your  market  there,  and 
we  recommend  you  to  go  on  and  complete  your  design  with  all 
possible  expedition,  being  clearly  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  of 
the  greatest  advantage  to  the  industrious  manufacturers  and  also 
to  the  white  cloth  trade  in  general.  Therefore  we  are  deter- 
mined to  give  all  possible  encouragement  to  so  laudable-  an 
undertaking." 

The  Gomersal  Hall  was  built,  and  survived  for  about  thirty 
years,  though  it  never  succeeded  in  seriously  injuring  the  Leeds 
Cloth  Hall.  But  this  agitation  roused  the  men  of  Leeds,  and 
compelled  them  to  improve  on  the  existing  accommodation. 

The  hall  of  1711  had  been  provided  by  the  merchants  and 
tradesmen  of  Leeds  ;  that  of  1755  was  financed  by  the  subscrip- 
tions of  the  clothiers  themselves.  This  third  venture  was  entirely 
due  to  the  initiative  and  energy  of  the  Leeds  merchants.  Whilst 
the  Trustees  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall  were  shouting  their  threats 
at  the  Gomersal  clothiers,  the  merchants  of  Leeds  were  putting 
their  heads  together  and  working  out  a  scheme  for  a  new  hall. 
This  was  only  to  be  expected,  for  the  merchants  were  the  people 
most  likely  to  benefit  by  such  an  improved  market.  If  they 
allowed  halls  to  be  established  in  other  parts  of  the  Riding, 
and  permitted  the  market  to  become  decentralised,  they  would 
be  compelled  to  make  long  journeys  in  order  to  tap  all  the 
supplies  of  the  district.  But  a  big  hall  at  Leeds  would  help  to 
focus  the  white  cloth  trade  on  one  place,  and  so  the  advantage 
to  the  merchants  would  be  great. 

In  September,  1774,  meetings  of  merchants  began  to  be  held 
in  Leeds.  We  can  trace  the  progress  of  the  scheme  from  the 
following  extracts  taken  from  their  minutes  :— 

10th  September,  1774  :  .11' '■  "'  V."  : 

At  a  meeting  held  this  day  at  the  Moot  Hall  agreeable  to 
an  advertisement, 
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Merchants  present:  Wm.  Dennison,  George  Bischoff,  Darcy 
Molyneux,  Joseph  Fountain,  Robert  Green,  etc.  (thirteen  in  all), 

Resolved,  That  a  Subscription  be  forthwith  opened  for  Erect- 
ing a  Hall  in  Leeds  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  White 
Clothiers  ; 

That  another  meeting  be  had  on  Tuesday,  20th 

inst  when    and    where    all    Freeholders,  Merchants, 

Manufacturers,  Tradesmen,  and  others  anyway  interested  are 
desired  to  attend,  that  a  Committee  may  be  then  appointed 
for  carrying  into  Execution  such  Resolutions  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  made  respecting  the  said  intended  Hall." 

20th  September,  1774  (15  merchants  present)  : 

"  At  which  Meeting  the  Subscription  Book  was  opened  for 
Erecting  a  New  Hall  in  Leeds  for  the  White  Clothiers,  and  the 
sum  of  £846  15s.  od.  subscribed.  The  following  white  clothiers 
were  present  at  this  meeting,  and  testified  their  approbation  of 
the  Hall  being  erected  at  Leeds."  (List  of  many  clothiers' 
names.) 

2yth  September,  1774 : 

A  Meeting  of  several  of  the  principal  Merchants  of  Leeds, 
and  of  a  great  number  of  White  Clothiers,  had  at  the  Moot 
Hall.  It  is  agreed  to  adjourn  till  iith  October  in  order  that 
the  Trustees  of  the  present  White  Cloth  Hall  may  meet  in  the 
meantime  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  Committee  to  treat  with 
the  Merchants  respecting  the  intended  New  White  Cloth  Hall 
at  Leeds." 

Letter  to  Trustees  of  White  Cloth  Hall,  dated  28th  September, 
1774 :  "  Sir, — You  are  desired  to  meet  your  Fellow  Trustees 
at  Mrs.  Cooke's,  the  old  King's  Arms,  on  Tuesday  next,  at 
3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  consult  together  in  respect  to 
the  new  intended  White  Cloth  Hall  at  Leeds.  I  shall  attend 
the  Meeting,  and  give  you  all  the  Assistance  in  my  power,  and 
am.  Sir,  Your  most  hble.  servt.,  Jno.  Shepley."  (Shepley  was 
one  of  the  secretaries  of  this  movement.) 

2gth  September,  1774  : 

Resolved  (at  meeting  of  merchants),  "  That  the  Merchants 
of  Halifax  and  Wakefield  be  waited  upon  for  their  Subscriptions, 
and  that  a  list  of  names  of  Subscribers  to  the  intended  New 
White  Cloth  Hall  be  advertised  in  the  next  Leeds  newspapers." 
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This  list  of  names  was  published  in  the  following  issue  of  the 
Leeds  papers.  It  contains  the  names  of  all  the  most  prominent 
local  merchants,  and  is  worthy  of  being  printed  here  : —

This  is  the  list  of  "  promises,"  but  some  who  promised  did 
not  pay,  and  after  some  weeks  had  elapsed,  the  Committee 
found  it  necessary  to  draw  up  "a  List  of  the  Subscribers' 
Names  who  have  not  paid  their  Subscriptions."  The  list  was 
a  fairly  lengthy  one,  and  includes  such  entries  as  the  following  :

The  above  figures  by  no  means  exhausted  the  arnount  of 
contributions  received.  On  September  29th,  1774,  a  meeting 
of  the  Leeds  Corporation  ordered  "  That  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Corporation,  in  the  name  of  the  said  Corporation,  Subscribe 
and  Pay  the  sum  of  £100  towards  the  Building  of  a  New  White 
Cloth  Hall  in  the  Town  of  Leeds. "^  On  the  21st  October  a 
further  meeting  of  the  merchants  was  held,  at  which  it  was 
decided  to  appoint  an  ^Executive  Committee  composed  of  thirteen 
subscribers  of  £^0  each.  At  the  same  meeting  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Subscription  Book  should  remain  with  Messrs.  Shepley 
and  Bolland,  who  were  acting  as  secretaries,  "  for  the  purpose 
of  the  present  Subscribers  augmenting  their  Subscriptions,  and 
for  receiving  further  Subscriptions  from  such  Merchants,  Free- 
holders, and  Tradesmen  of  Leeds  as  have  not  already  subscribed." 
Early  in  November  this  Committee  was  instructed  to  "  forward 
the  subscriptions  as  much  as  possible,"  and  five  men  were 
"requested  to  wait  on  Lord  Irwin  and  Mr.  Lascelles  for  their 
Subscriptions."    By  this  time  the  money  was  rolling  in,  and  a

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further  resolution  therefore  declared  "  that  the  Committee,  as 
soon  as  £2,500  is  subscribed,  take  such  steps  as  they  shall  think 
proper  towards  carrying  the  Building  into  Execution."  Having 
drawn  on  the  merchant  classes  of  Leeds,  it  was  then  decided 
to  appeal  to  "  such  noblemen  and  Gentlemen  as  have  Estates 
in  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood  of  Leeds,"  and  also  to  those 
merchants  living  in  London  or  other  parts  who  made  purchases 
in  the  Leeds  Market,  through  factors.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
appeal  a  very  interesting  "  begging  letter  "  was  drawn  up  and 
widely  circulated.    It  ran  as  follows  : — 

Sjj^   ''Leeds,  7th  Dec^,  1774. 

The  White  Clothiers  have  of  late  years  increased  so  much, 
that  the  Hall  they  now  have  in  this  Town  is  not  large  enough 
to  contain  them  ;  therefore  some  interested  Persons  have  given 
them  Ground  and  a  Sum  of  Money  towards  the  Building  of  a 
large  Hall  at  a  place  called  Gomersall  Hill  Top,  about  seven 
Miles  from  Leeds,  with  a  View  not  only  to  remove  the  White, 
but  even  the  Mix'd  Cloth  Market  from  this  place  ;  which  if 
effected  will  be  a  great  detriment  to  all  Owners  of  Estates  in 
this  Town  and  Neighbourhood.  The  Merchants  of  Leeds, 
Wakefield,  Halifax,  and  the  Freeholders  of  this  Town  have 
entered  into  a  subscription  to  raise  about  £4,000  for  the  building 
a  free  Hall  here,  and  the  Committee  for  the  Management  thereof 
have  directed  us  to  apply  to  you,  not  doubting  but  you  will 
readily  and  chearfully  contribute  to  this  Undertaking.  We  shall 
be  glad  to  be  favored  with  an  Answer,  and  are.  Sir, 
Your  most  ob*  Servants, 

ShEPLEY  &  BOLLAND, 

Sollicitors  to  the  Committee. 
Upwards  of  £2,500  is  already  Subscribed.    The  Merchants 
and  Freeholders  Subscriptions  are  from  £10  to  £250  each." 

This  letter  drew  forth  many  further  subscriptions,  and  at  the 
same  time  one  or  two  rather  amusing  replies.  For  instance,  a 
London  firm  wrote  declaring  its  willingness  to  subscribe,  but 
confessed  itself  puzzled  b}^  the  postscript.  It  quoted  the  maxi- 
mum and  minimum  figures  mentioned  in  the  circular,  and  then 
declared:  "Now  as  the  Latitude  is  so  great  from  one  sum  to 
the  other,  we  shall  be  very  glad  to  see  a  List  of  the  Subscribers, 
with  the  Sums  annexed  to  Each,  for  our  Government,  amongst 
which  we  hope  to  find  some  Merch^s  or  Traders  of  this  place 
which  will  be  some  Regulation  to  us,  as  we  should  wish  to  act 
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with  propriety  in  this  Business  and  do  as  others  do."  A 
typical  English  letter  !    Another  reply  was  scarcely  so  pleasing. 

Gentlemen—  "  London,  20th  June,  1775. 

Your  letter  the  loth^  instant  I  receiv'd  in  due  course, 
acquainting  me  with  a  subscription  beeing  set  on  foot,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  free  Cloth  Hall  for  the  use  of  the  White 
Clothiers  in  the  Town  of  Leeds  (and  allso  that  another  was  going 
on  at  Gomersall  Hill  Top,  in  opposition  to  that  at  Leeds), 
requesting  my  aid  to  the  Undertaking, 

As  a  wellwisher  to  the  Town  of  Leeds,  I  am  exceeding 
sorry  that  the  Gentlemen  concerned  in  the  Commercial  and 
Landed  Interest  of  the  Town  and  neighbourhood  did  not  exert 
themselves  imediately  on  such  an  alarming  occation,  and  es- 
pecialey  when  in  its  infancy  it  might  have  been  strangled  in 
the  birth  ;  but  now  I  understand  the  opposition  grows  formid- 
able and  resolute. 

I  need  not  tell  you  that  I  am  interested  in  both  places — 
and  therefore  cannot  at  present  comply  with  the  Commie's 
request — ^but  as  I  intend  being  in  Leeds  early  in  next  Month  I 
shall  then  take  an  opportunity  of  enquiring  into  the  merits  of 
both.  In  the  meantime,  I  am,  with  much  esteem.  Gentlemen, 
Your  most  hble.  serv*, 

Step^  Todd." 

Long  before  this  date  the  £2,500  minimum  had  been  reached, 
and  the  Committee  set  to  work  in  earnest.  The  first  task  was 
to  find  a  site.  The  choice  eventually  settled  on  a  piece  of  land 
in  the  Calls  known  as  the  "  Tenter  Ground."  On  this  land 
stood  a  number  of  small  houses,  barns,  stables,  tenter  frames, 
and  other  erections,  whilst  part  of  it  was  used  for  gardens 
and  yards.  This  property  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
of  Pious  Uses,  and  the  revenue  from  this  source  went  into  the 
coffers  of  the  Leeds  Grammar  School.  The  Cloth  Hall  Committee 
therefore  approached  Dr.  Kershaw,  Vicar  of  Leeds,  and  his 
fellow-members  of  the  Committee  of  Pious  Uses.  The  request 
was  favourably  received,  and  on  December  19th,  1774,  the 
Merchants'  Committee  resolved  "  that  Messrs.  Molyneux,  Green, 
and  Fountain  wait  upon  the  Committee  of  Pious  Uses  To- 
morrow, and  purchase  out  of  the  money  subscribed  towards 
building  tlic  intended  White  Cloth  Hall,  the  Tenter  Ground,  the 

'  Apparently  a  later  appeal  ol  a  similar  type. 
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three  Cottages,  and  the  Gardens  adjoining,  and  also  sufficient 
Roads  from  Call  Lane  into  the  Tenter  Ground."  This  meeting 
was  held  on  the  28th  December,  1774,  and  an  agreement  arrived 
at,  by  which  the  whole  property  was  to  be  sold  for  £300. 
Here  came  a  difficulty  which  delayed  operations  for  some  little 
time.  The  Committee  of  Pious  Uses  was  only  a  tenant  of  this 
piece  of  land,  holding  it  on  terms  of  copyhold  from  the  Lord 
of  the  Manor,  Viscount  Irwin.  No  sale  could  take  place  until 
the  legal  difhculties  had  been  removed,  and  the  land  enfranchised. 
Irwin  was  quite  willing  to  facilitate  the  Cloth  Hall  scheme  in 
every  possible  way,  and  so  he  set  to  work  at  once  to  free  the 
tenement,  so  that  the  sale  might  be  effected.  Early  in  1775, 
he  and  the  Committee  of  Pious  Uses  united  to  send  an  eloquent 
and  detailed  petition  to  Parliament.  This  document  explained 
the  whole  of  the  circumstances,  and  urged  the  need  for  the 
speedy  attention  of  Parliament.  The  petition  had  the  desired 
effect  ;  a  private  Act  was  quickly  obtained,  allowing  the  sale 
to  be  effected,  and  the  estate  passed  into  the  hands  of  the 
merchants  in  return  for  the  £300  which  had  been  stipulated. 

These  difficulties,  financial  and  legal,  having  been  overcome, 
the  arrangements  now  progressed  very  rapidly.  On  the  30th 
March,  1775,  a  Committee  was  appointed  "  for  making  Agreements 
with  the  Workmen  to  be  employed  in  Building  the  Intended  New 

 Hall,  and  for  giving  Directions  and  Orders  from  time 

to  time  respecting  the  said  Work."  Advertisements  inviting 
estimates  were  inserted  in  the  newspapers,  and  four  days 
later  three  men,  presumably  builders,  were  ordered  to  purchase 
half  a  million  bricks.  All  through  the  summ^er  the  work  was 
diligently  pushed  forward,  and  on  the  22nd  September  a  meeting 
of  subscribers  was  held,  to  consider  the  terms  on  which  clothiers 
should  be  allowed  to  acquire  stalls.  The  conditions  laid  down 
were  as  follows  : — 

"  (i)  That  every  clothier  shall  have  the  priviledge  of  a 
stand  in  the  intended  new  Hall  during  his  Life,  upon  his  paying 
2s.  ^d.  annually  for  such  priviledge. 

(2)  That  any  clothier  shall  be  intitled  to  a  stand  in  the  Hall 
during  his  Life  upon  his  paying  down  the  sum  of  One  Pound 
and  Ten  Shillings. 

(3)  In  Order  to  accomodate  such  of  the  manufacturers  as 
do  not  choose  to  purchase  a  stand  or  subscribe  annually,  It 
is  resolved  that  every  such  clothier  shall  have  the  priviledge  of 
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selling  Cloth  in  the  Hall,  upon  his  paying  three  pence  for  each 
Cloth  upon  his  carrying  the  same  into  the  Hall." 

By  October  all  was  ready,  and  the  hall  was  opened  on 
October  17th,  1775.  The  old  building  was  closed,  and  lay  useless 
until  1786,  when  it  was  sold  for  ^300,  of  which  £14  19s.  z^- 
went  to  a  certain  Mr.  Johnson  "  for  valuing  the  old  White 
Cloth  Hall,  taking  down  the  cupola  and  clock  and  removing 
them  to  the  new  White  Cloth  Hall." 

The  new  building  was  much  larger  than  either  of  its  fore- 
runners ;  it  was  rectangular  in  shape,  measured  about  100  yards 
by  70  yards,  and  was  arranged  around  a  quadrangle.  The 
interior  was  divided  into  five  long  streets,  down  each  side  of 
which  ran  the  rows  of  stalls  ;  in  all  there  were  1,213  such 
stalls.  According  to  the  arrangement  quoted  above,  these  stands 
were  to  have  been  leased  for  life  or  annually,  at  a  certain  rent. 
This  method,  however,  does  not  seem  to  have  been  adopted, 
and  clothiers  acquired  the  freehold  of  their  stalls  by  payment 
of  thirty  shillings,  plus  a  small  annual  fee  in  order  to  defray 
the  cost  of  caretaking,  cleaning,  repairs,  etc.  The  rapid  expan- 
sion of  the  woollen  trade  during  the  next  thirty  years  enhanced 
the  value  of  these  stalls,  so  that  what  was  purchased  for  thirty 
shillings  in  1775  could  be  sold  for  six  or  eight  guineas  in  1806. 

With  the  opening  of  this  vast  hall,  the  task  which  the 
merchants  had  set  themselves  was  completed.  The  new  structure 
was  almost  entirely  due  to  their  energy  and  generosity,  for  the 
clothiers  had  played  a  very  insignificant  part  in  the  whole 
transaction.  The  property  was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  sub- 
scribers, and  was  held  in  trust  by  three  of  the  more  prominent 
merchants,  Darcy  Molyneux,  Joseph  Fountain,  and  Robert 
Green.  It  was  now  felt  desirable  that  some  new  arrangement 
should  be  made,  in  order  to  transfer  the  care  and  responsibility 
of  management  to  the  clothiers.  The  first  suggestion  was  that 
the  hall  should  be  governed  by  a  joint  committee,  composed 
of  equal  numbers  of  merchants  and  clothiers,  with  a  chairman 
elected  alternately  from  either  side.  The  suggestion  was  eventu- 
ally discarded  in  favour  of  a  scheme  which  gave  over  the  entire 
control  to  the  clothiers. 

The  final  settlement  was  effected  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
subscribers  and  clothiers,  held  on  Oct.  21st,  1776.  At  this 
meeting  the  owners  of  the  hall  promised  to  hand  over  the  build- 
ing to  the  clothiers,  on  the  following  conditions  : — 
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1.  "  That  the  Clothiers  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Select 
Committee   of  persons   proper  to   accept   of  the  Declaration 

of  Trust  and  to  give  security  for  the  payment  of 

£1,000  to  be  laid  out  in  Completion  of  the  Hall  and  discharging 
so  much  as  has  already  been  expended  over  and  above  the 
Subscription  Money."  To  this  the  clothiers  were  quite  willing. 
They  had  been  informed  of  the  deficit  of  £1,000  on  the  hall, 
and  had  already  collected  that  sum,  ready  to  be  handed  over 
on  the  day  of  transfer. 

2.  "  That  the  Committee  of  Clothiers  shall  in  the  first  place 
admit  all  such  clothiers  as  now  frequent  and  have  exposed  their 

cloths  in  the  said  Hall  to  purchase  stands  upon  terms 

intended  to  be  charged  upon  all  other  Clothiers  for  exposing 
Cloths  in  the  said  Hall."  To  this  the  clothiers  also  agreed, 
provided  that  only  such  Clothiers  as  have  been  brought  up 
in  the  Manufactory  of  Broad  White  Cloth  may  purchase  Stands, 
and  no  other."  By  this  clause  the  clothiers  intended  to  keep 
out  of  the  market  those  who  had  not  served  the  full  period  of 
legal  apprenticeship,  namely  seven  years.  This  would  exclude 
many,  for  by  this  time  the  Elizabethan  statute  of  1563,  which 
had  fixed  seven  years  as  the  minimum  length  of  apprenticeship, 
was  falling  into  abeyance,  and  many  clothiers  were  engaged  in 
the  trade  without  having  served  more  than  three  or  four  years. 

3.  "  That  all  Persons  who  have  exercised  the  Business  of  a 
White  Clothier  either  for  his  own  Benefit  or  as  a  Servant  for 
the  space  of  five  years  shall  be  duly  qualified  to  purchase  stalls 
in  the  said  Hall."  What  exactly  this  meant,  is  difficult  to 
say.  Many  men  worked  as  employees  for  a  time  before 
setting  up  on  their  own  account  as  clothiers.  But  others,  having 
served  their  apprenticeship,  at  once  became  independent  manu- 
facturers, without  having  gone  through  the  possible  intermediate 
stage  of  service  for  wages.  Did  this  clause  recognise  five  years' 
apprenticeship  or  five  years'  work  as  a  journeyman  as  an  ade- 
quate qualification  for  acquiring  a  stall  ?  We  must  return  to 
this  point  at  a  later  stage  of  the  story. 

4.  That  the  Committee  {i.e.  the  Trustees)  shall  have  power 
to  levy  an  annual  Tax  upon  every  seller  of  Cloth  in  the  said 
Hall,  not  exceeding  twelve  pence  yearly,  this  money  to  be  used 
for  the  repair  of  the  Hall,  the  Salary  of  the  Hall  Keeper,  and 
other  necessary  contingencies." 

5.  "  The  Rents  of  the  Cellars  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of 
the  HaU." 
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6.  "  That  upon  these  Terms,  the  present  persons  in  whom  t\i(: 
Hall  is  vested,  shall  execute  a  Declaration  of  Trust  respecting 
the  Same  to  be  for  ever  used  and  exercised  as  a  Public  Market 
for  Exposing,  buying,  and  selling  White  Woollen  Cloth,  upon 
Terms  which  shall  be  drawn  up  and  -settled  by  two  learned 
Councell  learned  in  the  Law,  to  be  chosen,  one  by  the  present 
Proprietors,  and  the  other  by  the  said  Committee  of  Clothiers  ; 
and,  that  such  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  more  public  and 
notorious,  Tis  proposed  that  the  same  be  enrolled  at  the 
Register  Office  at  Wakefield,  from  whence  all  persons  may  take 
Copies  or  Extracts  at  their  pleasure." 

These  conditions  were  all  accepted,  the  £i,ooo  was  handed 
over  at  once,  and  the  representatives  of  the  clothiers  took  the 
hall  into  their  own  possession,  to  be  ruled  by  them  and  their 
successors  henceforth,  in  the  interests  of  "  good  order  without 
oppression." 

.  The  government  of  the  hall  now  lay  in  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees.  Of  these  there  were  seventeen,  chosen  from  the  various 
parts  of  the  white  cloth  area,  and  each  representing  some 
particular  constituency.    The  distribution  of  Trustees  in  1802

This  allocation  of  representatives  changed  somewhat  during 
the  subsequent  half  -  century ,  but  on  the  whole  it  gives  a  fair 
idea  as  to  the  relative  importance  of  the  different  districts. 

The  Trustees  were  chosen  for  a  period  of  three  years, 
with  the  possibility  of  re-election  at  the  end  of  that  time.  When 
a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  representation  of  any  constituency, 
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a  letter  was  despatched  to  some  responsible  person  in  that 
district  containing  a  request  somewhat  as  follows  : — 

"  This  is  to  invite  you  to  call  a  meeting  of  leegal  clothiers 
in  your  District,  AUso  at  the  same  time  to  nominate  a  yongue 
man  of  the  Most  Respectability  and  first-rate  Character,  one 
that  Regularly  attends  the  Market,  to  act  Trustee  for  the  affore- 
said  White  Cloth  Hall  for  your  District." 

In  accordance  with  such  a  letter,  the  meeting  was  called,  and 
in  due  course  the  new  Trustee  appointed.  There  is,  in  the  White 
Cloth  Hall  MSS.,  an  intimation  of  such  an  election,  the  spelling 
of  which  would  horrify  the  biggest  dunce  at  any  modern  ele- 
mentary school. 

"  3  Augst,  1814  : 

Aat  A  meten  Call  at  Cleckheaton  it  was  unanmiseley  a 
greaded  to  That  Wialam  yeates  is  a  pounted  Truste  for  the 
districket  for  Cleckton,  And  so  forth,  for  the  White  Cloth  Hall 
at  Leed." 

And  yet  I  suppose  the  author  of  this  epistle  was  one  of  the 
best  business  men  in  the  West  Riding. 

The  men  who  were  elected  were  generally  the  most  prominent 
clothiers  of  the  county,  men  who  thoroughly  understood  their 
business,  and  who  could  be  relied  upon  to  manage  the  hall  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  trade.  Re-election  at  the  end  of  the 
three  years'  period  was  very  common,  and  some  men  served  as 
Trustees  for  two  or  three  decades.  Perhaps  the  two  most 
prominent  members  of  the  executive  were  John  Nussey  and 
Thomas  Clapham.  Nussey  was  elected  Trustee  for  the  Morley 
and  Batley  districts  about  1815,  and  for  over  fifty  years  he 
served  the  hall  in  that  capacity.  He  was  the  great  financial 
authority,  who  invested  the  surplus  funds  in  various  stocks  and 
shares,  and  he  was  largely  responsible  for  the  advantageous 
terms  obtained  from  the  North-Eastern  Railway  Co.  when  the 
old  hall  was  closed  in  the  sixties  of  last  century.  Clapham's 
connection  with  the  hall  was  even  longer  than  that  of  Nussey. 
These  two  men  worked  well  together,  and  their  long  experience 
gave  them  great  influence  in  the  councils  of  the  executive. 

The  duties  which  fell  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Trustees  were 
by  no  means  onerous.  Meetings  seem  to  have  been  held  when- 
ever there  was  any  important  business  to  be  transacted,  whilst 
a  ■  formal  meeting  took  place  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  of 
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each  year.  For  this  latter  meeting  attendance  fees  were  granted, 
the  President  and  Treasurer  receiving  los.  6d.,  the  others 
receiving  5s.  each.  In  some  instances  the  money  was  easily 
earned,  for  the  proceedings  were  often  of  a  most  formal  charac- 
ter. The  accounts  were  passed,  two  Treasurers  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  there  the  business  ended.  In  fact,  the  great 
number  of  these  annual  meetings  might  also  be  regarded  as 
excuses  for  the  sumptuous  banquets  which  followed.  The 
account  books  of  the  hall  offer  amusing  reading  in  this  respect, 
and  quite  three-quarters  of  the  items  of  expenditure  are  concerned 
with  the  good  things  with  which  the  Trustees  fortified  the  inner 
man."  Every  detail  is  entered  with  scrupulous  fidelity,  and  the 
accounts  give  one  the  impression  that  the  Trustees  were  well 
repaid  for  their  trouble.  Witness  the  following  data  taken  at 
random  out  of  a  great  mass  of  similar  items

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The  cost  of  the  June  meeting  was  always  considerable,  the 
fees  for  attendance,  the  advertisements,  and  the  expenses  for 
food  often  amounting  in  all  to  £10  or  £12.  In  1810,  the  annual 
meeting  was  followed  by  a  banquet  of  an  especially  ambitious 
character ;  evidently  many  were  present  in  addition  to  the 
Trustees,  and  on  this  occasion  the  dinner  was  of  the  type  so 
dear  to  the  heart  of  the  Yorkshireman.  Every  detail  of  ex- 
penditure is  entered  in  the  Account  Book,  and  the  prices  quoted 
afford  some  interesting  comparisons  with  the  prices  of  our  own 
day.

In  the  latter  days,  there  was  no  abatement  of  the  luxury 
with  which  the  Trustees  regaled  themselves.  Details  as  to  the 
cost  of  potatoes,  bread,  cigars,  tea,  soda  water,  legs  of  lamb, 
peas,   gooseberry   puddings,   salmon,    cucumber,    gin,  brandy, 
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strawberries,  currants,  champagne,  oranges,  apples,  etc.,  are 
entered  in  the  Account  Books,  and  I  believe  that  the  Hall 
possessed  a  splendid  stock  of  port. 

But  it  was  not  all  feeding,  and  the  Trustees  cannot  be 
accused  of  having  neglected  the  duties  for  which  they  were 
appointed.  They  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  hall,  to  supervise 
the  system  of  tenure  of  the  stalls,  to  regulate  the  conditions  of 
marketing,  and  to  see  that  the  "  good  order  without  oppression  " 
was  actually  maintained.  Let  us  first  deal  with  their  regulations 
for  the  procedure  of  exchange,  and  describe  the  actual  working 
of  the  hall  on  market  days.  In  accordance  with  a  custom  dating 
from  the  erection  of  the  first  hall,  the  White  Cloth  Hall 
opened  after  the  coloured  cloth  market  had  closed.  As  the 
latter  market  did  not  open  until  8-30,  9,  or  9-30  a.m.,  according 
to  the  season  of  the  year,  and  lasted  for  an  hour  and  twenty 
minutes,  the  White  Cloth  Hall  could  not  begin  until  well  after 
ten  o'clock.  Merchants,  therefore,  went  first  to  the  Mixed  Hall, 
and  made  the  necessary  purchases  from  the  clothiers  assembled 
there.  Then,  as  the  bell  gave  warning  that  the  market  was  at 
an  end,  they  made  their  way  to  that  in  the  Calls. 

Here  all  had  been  life  and  bustle  from  about  nine  o'clock 
onwards.  The  hall  doors  were  opened  for  clothiers  at  that 
hour,  and  a  busy  stream  of  manufacturers  could  be  seen  pouring 
over  Leeds  Bridge,  bringing  with  them  their  cloths,  carried  on 
carts,  the  backs  of  horses,  or  on  their  own  heads  and  shoulders. 
When  the  hall  was  reached,  the  horses  were  unloaded,  and  the 
pieces  conveyed  to  the  stands  within  the  building.  The  animals 
were  then  led  away  by  hostlers  to  some  neighbouring  tavern  ; 
heavy  fines  were  inflicted  upon  clothiers  who  left  their  beasts 
of  burden  unattended  in  the  yard,  or  kept  them  there  longer 
than  was  absolutely  necessary. 

According  to  the  order  of  the  Trustees,  the  market  opened 
at  10-20  in  summer  and  10-50  in  winter,  beginning  with  the 
ringing  of  the  Cloth  Hall  bell,  after  the  sounding  of  which  the 
merchants  streamed  into  the  building.  Here  they  found  the 
clothiers  standing  behind  their  stalls,  on  which  lay  the  pieces 
exposed  for  sale.  The  buyers  paced  up  and  down  the  "  streets," 
examining  the  pieces,  comparing  them  with  the  samples  or 
specifications  they  had  in  their  hands,  and  then  coming  to  terms 
as  quickly  as  possible  with  the  sellers.  There  was  little  noise 
or  altercation.    It  is  a  characteristic  of  Lnglishmen  that  they 
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offer  or  demand  a  price  somewhere  near  that  which  they  are 
prepared  to  give  or  accept.  In  this  they  differ  considerably  from 
the  Oriental,  who  begins  by  quoting  an  exorbitant  figure, 
and  then,  after  much  haggling,  reaches  a  more  reasonable  frame 
of  mind,  and  gives  or  accepts  that  price  which  an  Englishman 
would  have  stated  at  first.  Hence  merchant  and  clothier 
understood  each  other  quite  well ;  the  buyer  made  his  bid, 
or  the  seller  named  his  price,  and  acceptance  or  refusal  was 
made  in  a  moment.  Further,  the  very  publicity  of  the  market 
prevented  any  loud  conversation,  for  a  clothier  with  pieces  to 
sell  did  not  wish  his  neighbour  of  the  next  stall  to  know  what 
prices  he  was  asking,  for  fear  of  being  under-cut. 

Meanwhile  time  had  been  flying,  and  the  market  was  drawing 
to  its  close.  At  the  end  of  an  hour,  the  bell  in  the  cupola  rang 
out  again  by  way  of  notice,  and  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after- 
wards it  rang  a  third  time,  and  continued  ringing  for  five 
minutes.  The  market  was  then  to  cease  entirely,  and  any 
clothiers  selling  or  even  exposing  any  cloth  for  sale  after  the 
end  of  that  five  minutes  were  to  be  fined  five  shillings,  the 
offending  cloths  being  seized  and  kept  until  the  penalty  was 
paid.  At  the  same  time,  every  merchant  or  buyer  of  cloth  who 
was  not  out  of  the  Cloth  Hall  yard  when  the  bell  ceased  ringing 
for  the  last  time  was  fined  five  shillings,  and  for  every  five 
niinutes  that  he  remained  afterwards  a  similar  fine  was  inflicted. 
In  case  he  refused  to  pay  these  penalties  when  the  hallkeeper 
demanded  them,  he  was  debarred  from  entering  into  the  hall 
so  long  as  he  remained  obstinate. 

In  this  marketing,  the  clothier  was  subject  to  many  restric- 
tions, imposed  upon  him  by  the  Trustees.  Thus,  for  instance, 
no  cloth  was  to  be  brought  into  the  hall  unless  it  had  the 
manufacturer's  name  and  address  woven  into  one  end.  Also 
no  person  was  allowed  to  carry  away  any  cloth  except  with  the 
"  head  end "  showing,  so  that  the  hallkeeper  might  see  the 
name  and  address  woven  therein.  The  object  of  these  rules  is 
seen  in  another  clause,  which  forbad  any  stallholder  to  expose 
for  sale  any  cloth  which  was  not  his  own  property.  This  latter 
prohibition  was  intended  to  keep  out  the  wares  of  those  clothiers 
who  were  not  "  free  of  the  hall,"  that  is,  who  had  not  passed 
through  the  necessary  five  years'  period  of  training  referred  to 
above.  .  Hence  any  clothier  who  attempted  to  smuggle  the  wares 
of  a  rank  outsider  into  the  market  was  to  be  fined  ten  shillings 
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for  each  offending  cloth,  or  be  expelled  from  the  hall.  Clothiers 
were  also  ordered  to  keep  on  the  right  side  of  their  stands, 
and  not  to  wander  out  into  the  merchants'  walk.  Any  clothier 
found  guilty  of  disturbing  or  molesting  others,  by  any  turbulent 
or  unbecoming  conduct,  or  of  making  himself  a  nuisance,  so 
that  his  neighbours  could  not  look  after  their  stands  peaceably 
and  quietly,  was  punished  in  an  exemplary  manner. 

Many  of  the  stands  over  which  the  Trustees  held  sway  were 
the  freehold  property  of  the  clothiers  who  used  them.  They 
had  been  purchased  by  these  men  or  by  their  predecessors  when 
the  hall  was  established,  and  could  be  dealt  with  as  the  owner 
desired.  Thus  these  stalls  were  often  sold  or  leased  out,  or 
bequeathed  in  wills  to  successors.  In  case  any  such  transactions 
took  place,  the  Trustees  were  to  be  apprised  of  them,  and  the 
transfer  registered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Stall- 
owners  were  subject  to  an  annual  levy,  the  amount  of  which 
varied  between  6d.  and  is.  6d.  Should  any  proprietor  fall  into 
arrears  with  these  payments,  he  received  an  intimation  to  the 
following  effect : — "  WHEREAS  it  appears  by  our  Books,  that 
you  are  the  Proprietor  of  a  Stand  in  the  White  Cloth  Hall 

in  Leeds  and  that  there  is  xs.  in  arrears  upon  the 

 Stand  ;   This  therefore  is  to  inform  you  that  if  the 

said  Sum  is  not  paid  or  caused  to  be  paid  to  the  Committee 

 within  One  Month  of  the  Date  hereof,  the  said  Stand 

will  then  be  sold  to  discharge  the  same,  together  with  the  Ex- 
pences  attending  the  Sale  thereof,  according  to  the  Rule  in  that 
Case  made  and  provided."  Should  this  invitation  fail  to  bring 
in  the  requisite  sum,  the  stall  was  put  up  for  sale  by  auction, 
and  the  proceeds,  after  the  arrears  and  expenses  had  been 
deducted,  were  forwarded  to  the  dispossessed  stall-owner.  This 
policy  was  pursued  very  actively  from  about  1815  onwards. 
By  this  time,  many  clothiers  were  either  in  financial  difficulties 
because  of  the  changes  effected  by  the  Industrial  Revolution,  or 
were  availing  themselves  of  other  means  of  disposing  of  their 
wares  ;  they  had,  therefore,  ceased  to  have  any  further  use 
for  the  Cloth  Hall,  and  neglected  to  pay  their  annual  contribution 
towards  its  upkeep.  On  June  17th,  1817,  the  Trustees  "  Resolved 
that  the  ten  Stands  having  the  greatest  amount  of  arrears 
thereon  shall  be  exposed  to  sale  by  publick  Auction  on  Tuesday, 
the  8th  of  July  next,  and  ten  Stands  more  on  each  succeeding 
first  Tuesday  in  the  Month."    Similar  resolutions  and  attendant 
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sales  recur  frequently  during  subsequent  years,  and  stalls  could 
be  acquired  very  cheaply  at  these  auctions. 

In  addition  to  the  stall-owners,  there  were  also  a  few  men 
who  rented  stalls  annually,  and  a  number  who  sold  cloths  in 
the  hall  without  possessing  or  renting  a  stand,  but  who  paid 
sixpence  for  each  cloth  exposed  for  sale.  Over  these  men,  as 
over  the  freeholders,  the  Trustees  exercised  jurisdiction,  even 
to  the  extent  of  punishing  their  subjects  for  any  lapse  from 
industrial  morality.  Thus  one  clause  in  the  Orders  declared  that 
"  In  case  any  Clothier  having  a  right  to  expose  his  Cloth  in  the 
Cloth  Hall  has  or  shall  be  convicted  of  any  Felony,  he  shall 
not  after  such  conviction  be  allowed  to  frequent  or  expose  his 
Cloth  for  sale  therein."  Similarly  any  person  convicted,  under 
the  Worsted  Acts,  of  embezzlement  or  purloining  of  yarn,  or 
any  other  such  dishonest  practice,  was  to  be  forbidden  the  use 
of  the  hall  henceforth.  There  were  a  few  cases  of  expulsion 
under  these  clauses  ;  for  instance,  in  January,  1846,  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Trustees  resolved  that  two  men  of  Ossett, 
"  having  been  convicted  of  Vagrancy  under  highly  flagrant 
circumstances,  leaving  no  doubt  of  their  dishonest  intentions, 
shall  no  longer  be  allowed  to  frequent  this  Hall,  or  expose  any 
goods  for  sale  therein." 

Most  of  the  regulations  described  above  were  of  comparative 
unimportance  when  compared  with  the  two  outstanding  stipula- 
tions contained  in  the  following  clause  : — "  That  no  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  expose  to  sale  any  cloth,  or  to  purchase  a  stand 

or  stands  in  the  Hall,  before  he  shall  have  been  five 

years  in  the  business  of  a  Clothier  successively  for  himself,  or 
for  a  master  ;  and  no  Clothier  shall  have  a  right  in  this  Hall 
who,  through  himself,  his  partner,  or  agent,  exposes  goods  to 
sale  in  any  other  Hall  in  Leeds." 

The  first  half  of  this  clause  aimed  at  guaranteeing  that  the 
cloth  offered  for  sale  in  the  hall  should  be  of  good  quality, 
made  by  those  who  possessed  a  fair  measure  of  skill  and  ex- 
perience. It  was  thus  probably  wrapped  up  with  the  system  of 
apprenticeship  which  survived  as  a  legal  obligation  up  to  1814.^ 
According  to  the  statute  of  1563,  no  man  could  set  up  as  a  master 
in  any  occupation,  either  productive  or  distributive,  until  he 
had  undergone  a  period  of  training  of  at  least  seven  years' 
duration.    Apprenticeship  was,  on  the  whole,  the  most  satis-

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factory  method  of  producing  efficient  craftsmen,  and  had  sur- 
vived amongst  the  small  masters  of  the  Yorkshire  textile 
industry  much  later,  and  much  more  extensively,  tlian  in  otlier 
parts  of  the  country.  But  by  1775  the  allegiance  to  the  Act 
of  1563  was  by  no  means  general,  and  many  cloths  were  made 
by  men  who  had  served  no  apprenticeship  whatever,  or  at  most 
one  of  three  or  four  years. ^  These  men  were  referred  to  as 
"  illegal  clothiers,"  and  their  number  was  quite  considerable. 
According  to  the  early  orders  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall  such 
manufacturers  were  not  permitted  to  expose  their  wares  for 
sale  in  this  market.  Therefore  some  other  provision  must  be 
made,  and  a  rival  market  grew  up  in  a  building  situated  in 
the  Potters'  Field,  just  opposite  the  hall  erected  in  1755. 
This  source  of  competition  annoyed  the  supporters  of  the  legiti- 
mate hall,  especially  since  many  merchants  made  purchases 
on  both  sides  of  the  street.  The  insistence  upon  apprenticeship 
evidently  received  another  blow  in  the  terms  of  the  transfer 
made  between  the  clothiers  and  the  merchants  in  1776.  A 
clothier,  giving  evidence  in  1806,  described  the  arrangement  as 
follows  :  "  The  merchants  built  the  Cloth  Hall  we  now  occupy, 
and  it  was  purchased  of  them  by  the  manufacturers  ;  one  of 
the  obligations  imposed  upon  us  by  the  merchants  was  that 
instead  of  persons  being  under  the  necessity  of  serving  a  seven 
years'  apprenticeship  they  should  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
Hall  with  a  five  years'  apprenticeship."  This  provision  may  have 
eased  the  situation  somewhat,  but  there  were  still  large  numbers 
of  men  disqualified,  and  the  illegal  market  therefore  still  flour- 
ished. In  1792  it  was  moved  from  the  Potters'  Field  to  the 
ground  floor  of  the  Music  Hall  in  Albion  Street.  Here  the 
"  irregulars  "  found  a  meeting  place,  where  no  questions  were 
asked,  and  this  freedom  from  legal  restraint  earned  for  the 
institution  the  name  of  the  **Tom  Paine  Hall,"  in  honour  of 
that  apostle  of  liberty. 

This  upstart  hall  scored  over  its  orthodox  rival  by  holding 
two  markets  weekly,  namely  Tuesday  and  Saturday,  whereas 
the  White  Cloth  Hall  opened  its  doors  on  Tuesdays  only.  In 
1803  it  became  necessary  to  check  the  progress  of  the  "Tom 
Paine  Hall,"  for  large  numbers  of  clothiers  were  resorting  there 
with  their  pieces,  and  many  merchants  were  making  extensive 
purchases  witliin  its  walls.    In  June,  1803,  therefore,  the  Trustees

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of  the  White  Cloth  Hall  appealed  for  the  opinion  of  the  manu- 
facturers "  respecting  the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  holding 
a  Saturday  market."  The  opinions  expressed  were  largely  in 
favour  of  such  an  innovation,  and  the  Saturday  market  became 
an  accomplished  fact.  Five  years  later,  when  the  victory  had 
been  almost  won,  the  Trustees  appealed  once  more  for  advice 
as  to  "  wether  that  two  markets  in  the  week  was  to  be  con- 
tinued in  the  future — and  it  was  agreed  by  a  great  majority 
that  it  remain  as  it  is."  This  verdict  was  adhered  to,  and  the 
bi-weekly  markets  continued. 

In  the  meantime,  another  attack  was  made  on  the  irregulars' 
camp,  by  attempting  to  induce  the  supporters  to  desert.  Thus  in 
June,  1805,  the  Trustees  "  unanimously  agreed  that  the  Manu- 
facturers of  White  Cloth  who  are  in  the  habit  of  Manufacturing 
White  Cloth  only,  and  attend  the  Opposition  Market  in  Albion 
Street,  shall  be  permitted  to  come  into  the  White  Cloth  Hall, 
on  condition  that  they  be  unanimous  to  come  unitedly,  and  not 
be  instrumentall  in  forming  an  Opposition  or  Division  at  any 
future  time."  A  month  later  "  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that 
the  Manufacturers  of  White  Cloth  who  have  been  accustomed  to 
attend  the  Albion  Street  Cloth  Hall  shall  be  admitted  into  our 
Cloth  Hall,  they  being  subject  to  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the 
said  Cloth  Market,"  which  resolution  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  many  if  not  all  the  illegal  clothiers  availed  themselves 
of  the  offer  of  the  Trustees.  These  measures,  aided  by  the 
suspension  of  the  Apprenticeship  Laws,  were  successful  in  sap- 
ping the  strength  of  the  Albion  Street  market.  By  the  next 
decade  all  legal  distinctions  between  apprenticed  and  un- 
apprenticed  had  passed  away,  the  "  Tom  Paine  Hall "  was 
defunct,  and  the  premises  were  occupied  by  some  wine  and 
spirit  merchants. 

The  repeal  of  the  Apprenticeship  Laws,  though  it  did  much 
to  destroy  a  rival,  was  strongly  opposed  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  White  Cloth  Hall.  They  saw  that  the  Industrial  Revolution 
was  going  to  be  the  doom  of  the  small  clothier,  and  therefore 
sought  to  maintain  the  apprenticeship  legislation  as  a  bulwark 
against  the  rising  tide  of  the  factory  system.  The  grounds  for 
this  opposition  are  admirably  stated  in  a  petition  presented  to 
Parliament  at  some  time  when  the  repeal  of  the  Elizabethan  Act 
was  under  consideration.  The  petition  is  undated,  but  lies 
somewhere  between  1802  and  1812.    It  runs  as  follows  : — 
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"  The  Humble  Petition  of  the  Trustees  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall 

of  Leeds  SHEWETH, 

That  a  Bill  is  now  depending  before  your  Right  Honourable 
House,  for  repealing  certain  Acts  respecting  the  Manufacture  of 
Woollen  Cloth. 

That  there  are  in  the  said  County  at  least  20,000  Manu- 
facturers of  Woollen  Cloth  who,  with  very  few  Exceptions, 
have  served  their  Apprenticeships  to  the  Art  and  Mystery  of 
manufacturing  the  said  Cloth. 

That  the  said  Bill  proposes  a  Dissolution  of  the  System  of 
Apprenticeship  which  has  existed  in  this  Country  from  the 
Remotest  Period  of  its  History  to  the  present  Time  ;  and  to 
permit  and  invite  Persons  to  enter  into  and  carry  on  the  Woollen 
Manufacture  without  having  served  any  Apprenticeship  thereto, 
and  to  employ  Weavers,  Dyers,  and  other  Persons  in  such 
Manufacture  who  have  not  served  Such  Apprenticeship. 

That  if  the  said  Bill  were  to  pass  into  a  Law,  it  must  by 
its  Operation  bring  down  Calamity  and  Misfortune  upon  this 
very  numerous  Body  of  Persons,  their  Wives  and  their  Children. 

That  your  Petitioners  therefore  most  humbly  pray  that  they 

may   be   heard   before   this  House,   by  Themselves, 

their  Agents  or  Counsel,  against  such  Parts  of  the  said  Bill 
as  affect  your  Petitioners,  and  that  the  Same  may  not  pass  into 
Law  as  it  now  stands." 

This  and  many  similar  appeals  were  unavailing,  and  when  the 
Apprenticeship  legislation  was  repealed  in  1814,  the  Trustees 
had  to  fall  back  upon  some  other  method  of  keeping  their 
preserves  intact  against  the  invasion  of  unskilled  clothiers.  They 
therefore  retained  the  five  years'  clause,  demanding  that  all 
would-be  stallholders  should  have  gone  through  a  period  of  not 
less  than  five  years'  service  in  the  industry,  either  as  journey- 
man or  as  master,  and  this  rule  was  kept  in  the  Orders  up  to 
the  closing  of  the  hall. 

Equally  important  was  the  second  part  of  the  clause,  which 
forbad  stallholders  to  expose  wares  in  any  other  hall.  This 
restriction  was  intended  to  prevent  the  growth  of  any  possible 
rival,  and  clothiers  who  infringed  the  regulation  were  fined  five 
shillings.  Such  a  demand  as  this  clause  imposed  was  probably 
no  grievous  burden  upon  the  white  clothiers  during  the  early  years 
of  the  hall,  since  these  men  presumably  confined  their  attention  to 
the  manufacture  of  undycd  fabrics.    But  this  custom  was  breaking

down  by  1800,  and  many  clothiers  were  beginning  to  manufacture 
fancy  goods,  mixed  cloths,  and  other  varieties  of  fabrics.  The 
rules  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall  forbad  them  to  sell  these  pieces 
in  the  Mixed  Hall  or  anywhere  else,  and  so  the  Trustees  were 
compelled  to  widen  the  scope  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall,  in  order 
to  make  provision  for  these  new  products  of  the  white  clothiers. 
In  1806,  therefore,  the  sale  of  "  fancy  cloths  "  was  permitted 
in  "  the  Chamber,"  a  room  which  had  been  built  over  one  of 
the  sides  of  the  hall  shortly  after  1775.  Four  years  later 
the  following  resolutions  were  passed  : — (17th  July,  1810.) 
"  Unanimously  agreed  that  a  market  should  be  open'd  in  the 
Chamber  of  this  Hall,  for  the  Sale  of  Mixed  Cloths,  Kersey- 
meres, and  Fancy  Goods.  Also  ordered  that  the  Market  in 
the  same  Chamber  shall  be  opened  at  the  same  time  with  the 
present  Market,  and  conclude  the  Same.  It  is  further  agreed 
that  the  priviledge  of  Selling  Cloth  in  the  Chamber  shall  extend 
to  all  those  who  are  not  in  the  habit  of  exposing  the  same  sort 
of  Cloths  in  any  other  Market." 

By  1828  the  number  of  coloured  cloths  made  by  white 
clothiers  had  increased  so  much  that  the  Chamber  was  too  small, 
and  in  1828  the  Trustees  had  to  make  still  more  accommodation. 
By  that  time  the  pressure  of  the  white  cloth  supply  had  mater- 
ially diminished,  and  the  following  proposal  could  therefore  be 
carried  into  effect: — (June  2nd,  1828.)  "Resolved  that  a 
Market  both  for  finished  and  unfinished  coloured  Woollen  Cloth 
shall  be  established  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  in  one  of 
the  Streets  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall.  That  the  White  Market 
be  reduced  to  one  hour,  and  that  ten  minutes  before  the  end 
of  the  Hour  a  notice  Bell  be  rung,  and  that  at  the  end  of  the 
Hour  a  Bell  be  rung  for  the  space  of  five  minutes,  and  that 
at  the  expiration  of  the  five  minutes  any  merchant,  etc.  That 
the  Coloured  Market  shall  continue  for  thirty  minutes,  starting 
with  the  bell  which  announces  the  closing  of  the  White  Cloth 
Market."  Soon  afterwards  the  distinction  between  mixed  and' 
white  cloths  was  disregarded,  both  kinds  of  cloth  were  allowed 
to  be  exhibited  side  by  side  throughout  the  hall,  and  eventually 
more  coloured  fabrics  were  sold  there  than  whites. 

Such  were  the  general  regulations  established  by  the  Trustees 
for  the  welfare  of  the  hall  and  the  benefit  of  the  trade.  At 
the  same  time  they  had  to  maintain  the  building  in  good  repair, 
and  see  that  all  was  kept  neat  and  trim.    Hence  we  find  many 
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entries  similar  to  the  following,  running  through  the  minute  and 
account  books  : — 

1816,  Sept.   24th.    "At  an  adjourned  meeting  a 

part  of  the  Hall  was  viewed,  and  supposed  to  be  infected  with 
dry  rot,  but  it  was  thought  to  proceed  from  wet,  and  it,  was 
ordered  to  be  cleaned  and  observed  for  some  time  longer." 

1821,  June  4th.    "  That  the  Hall  Window  Frames  be  painted." 

1840,  June  2nd.  "  Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  windows 
and  doors  of  the  Hall  be  washed  with  Soap  and  Water,  and 
painted  one  Coat,  and  that  Estimates  for  doing  the  Same  be 
delivered  to  the  Trustees."

One  of  the  biggest  items  of  expenditure  was  that  of  the 
hallkeeper's  salary,  a  salary  which  was  by  no  means  too  large, 
considering  the  amount  of  work  which  devolved  upon  the 
shoulders  of  this  man  at  the  gate.  The  hallkeeper  was  the 
policeman  of  the  market,  and  had  to  see  that  the  various 
njgulations  were  obeyed.  He  kept  out  would-be  interlopers, 
identified  cloths  as  they  left  the  yard,  and  collected  the  fines 
due  from  offenders.  Occasionally  he  acted  as  emergency  secre- 
tary, and  penned  many  letters  to  persons  concerned  in  the  cloth 
trade  ;   also  he  despatched  all  the  warning  notes  to  those  who 
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were  in  arrears  with  their  annual  contributions  ;  and  thus  his 
duties  were  much  more  than  those  of  a  mere  caretaker.  The 
post  remained  in  one  family  for  over  a  century.  Webster, 
the  first  hallkeeper,  reigned  till  1816,  and  on  his  death  was 
succeeded  by  his  widow,  who  was  paid  about  per  annum. 
Mrs.  Webster  discharged  her  duties  until  her  death  in  1839, 
and  the  annual  meeting  of  that  year  placed  on  record  its  appre- 
ciation of  "  the  uprightness,  integrity,  and  correctness  "  displayed 
by  the  deceased  lady  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
hall  during  a  period  of  over  twenty-two  years.  John  Webster, 
her  son,  succeeded  at  a  salary  of  £40,  which  was  increased  to 
£52  in  1848,  "  in  consequence  of  (Webster's)  faithfulness  and 

diligence  in  discharge  of  his  duties  and  of  his  accuracy 

in  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  Hall."  John  died  in  i860, 
whereupon  his  widow  took  over  the  reins  at  a  salary  of  £40, 
and  held  them  up  to  the  closing  of  the  subsequent  Hall  in 
1896,  when  she  was  granted  an  annuity  in  recognition  of  her 
long  and  faithful  services. 

All  these  expenses  were  met  by  the  annual  levy  upon  the 
stalls,  by  the  sale  of  stands  where  their  owners  were  in  arrears, 
and  by  the  fines  inflicted  upon  those  who  broke  any  of  the 
ordinances  of  the  market.  There  were  also  other  sources  of 
income  of  a  less  important  character.  In  the  first  place,  the 
Trustees  began  to  invest  their  surplus  money  in  stocks  and 
shares  or  the  like.  For  instance,  £3  a  year  came  from  some 
Danish  bonds.  In  1843  these  bonds  were  sold  for  £84  17s.  6d., 
and  the  proceeds  invested  in  the  Sheffield  and  Rotherham  Rail- 
way, which  was  paying  5  per  cent.  Two  years  later  the  Trustees 
were  seized  by  the  speculative  spirit,  and  on  the  2nd  June,  1845, 
they  decided  "  That  the  sale  of  Sheffield  and  Rotherham  Rail- 
way Shares  and  the  purchase  of  Croydon  (by  which  a  profit  of 
£51  ICS.  has  been  made)  be  approved.  That  Mr.  John  Nussey 
be  authorized  to  sell  the  London  and  Croydon  Shares  and  to 
re-invest  the  proceeds." 

A  second  supply  of  revenue  came  from  letting  the  hall  yard 
to  those  who  wished  to  find  a  suitable  space  for  the  holding  of 
some  show  or  performance.  The  White  Cloth  Hall  yard  offered 
an  admirable  site,  for  entry  could  only  be  made  through  the 
gateway,  and  thus  none  could  gain  admission  without  passing 
the  pay-box.  The  yard  was  therefore  the  scene  of  many  great 
treats  provided  for  the  edification  or  amusement  of  the  populace 
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of  Leeds.  The  following  entries  show  how  the  hall  authorities 
benefited  by  these  events  : —

Resolved  "  That  the  use  of  the  Yard  be 
granted  to  the  Working  Men's  Institute 
for  three  nights  in  the  week." 
The  primary  duty  of  the  Trustees  was  to  look  after  the 
hall.     But  they  took  a  much  wider  view  as  to  their  responsi- 
bilities, and  acted  on  many  occasions  as  the  representatives  of 
the  whole  white  clothing  community,  in  the  wider  fields  of 
social,  commercial,  and  political  life.    Wherever  any  proposal 
was  being  discussed  which  concerned  the  white  clothiers,  directly 
or  indirectly,  there  the  Trustees  insisted  on  making  their  voices 
heard.    Hence  the  frequent  petitions  to  Parliament,  the  numerous 
deputations,  and  the  long  letters  to  the  Yorkshire  M.P.'s.  The 
meetings  of  the  Trustees  must  often  have  been  converted  into 
political  discussions,  the  fruits  of  which  were  seen  in  the  subse- 
quent representation  to  Parliament.    We  have  already  quoted  the 
petition  which  expressed  their  attitude  on  the  question  of  appren- 
ticeship ;    other  suggestions  on  the  part  of  Parliament  called 
forth  similar  declarations  of  faith,  especially  in  the  case  of  such 
matters  as  concerned  wool,  cloth,  machinery,  etc.    The  Trustees 
of  the  hall  naturally  threw  themselves  into  the  Anti-Corn  Law 
campaign,  and  in  1833  joined  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Coloured 
Cloth  Hall  and  the  merchants  of  Leeds  in  presenting  the  follow- 
ing petition  to  the  legislature  : — 
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"  The  humble  Petition  of  the  Cloth  Merchants,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Cloth  Halls  in  Leeds,  and  the  Manufacturers  of  Broad 
Woollen  Cloth  resorting  thereto. 

SHEWETH 

That  your  Petitioners  entreat  the  immediate  attention  of 
your  Honourable  House  to  the  nature  and  effects  of  the  Corn 
Law,  which  your  Petitioners  humbly  represent  to  be  a  leading 
cause  of  the  generally  distressed  state  of  the  Country. 

That  the  miserable  Condition  of  the  Peasantry  with  its  late 
deplorable  results  arise  chiefly  out  of  the  unalleviated  oppression 
of  these  laws.  A  sinking  Agriculture  and  ruined  Farmer  also 
shew  that  a  System  adopted  for  their  benefit  has  been  pursued 
for  the  long  period  of  eighteen  years  against  the  strongest  evi- 
dence of  its  tendency  to  destroy  the  prosperity  and  property 
both  of  the  Agricultural  and  other  productive  Classes  throughout 
the  empire. 

THAT  your  Petitioners  deprecate  all  interference  with  the 
natural  distribution  of  Labour  and  Food  as  both  unjust  and 
impolitic,  and  have  often  represented  to  your  honourable  House 
in  former  Parliaments  the  operation  of  the  Com  Law,  which 
increases  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  food,  lessens  the  demand  for 
labour,  and  depresses  the  wages  of  the  Labourer,  and  of  neces- 
sity throws  upon  Agriculture  the  burthen  of  maintaining  in 
idleness  a  large  and  increasing  population,  which  under  a  differ- 
ent system  would  contribute  to  the  wealth  and  prosperity  of 
the  nation. 

THAT  Corn  Laws  may  raise  Rents  and  cause  an  apparent 
prosperity  to  the  landed  Interest,  so  long  as  profits  and  the 
condition  of  the  Labourer  can  be  further  depressed  ;  but  this 
fallacious  and  temporary  prosperity  is  at  the  evident  expense 
of  the  other  classes  of  the  community,  and  the  reduction  in 
the  rate  of  wages  and  profits  also  necessarily  reacts  in  the 
general  reduction  of  Prices,  and  lastly  falls  on  Corn  itself,  which 
cannot  escape  the  general  depression  ;  its  cultivation  becomes 
unprofitable,  the  Farmer  requires  a  reduction  of  rent,  while 
the  people  are  not  relieved,  because  the  lowness  of  price  is 
the  consequence  of  the  previous  reduction  of  their  power  of 
payment,  and  a  perseverance  in  the  present  System  will  end  in 
a  pauper  population  eating  up  the  rental  of  the  Land. 

THAT  the  impolicy  of  the  Corn  Law  and  its  hurtful  effect 
on  agriculture  is  also  proved  by  the  necessity  it  imposes  of 
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unjust  and  partial  legislation  in  the  gradual  exemption  of 
agriculture  from  all  direct  taxation,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  pro- 
gressive repeal  of  the  Assessed  Taxes  bearing  on  Farms  under 
two  hundred  Pounds  a  year,  while  those  taxes  fall  with  peculiar 
severity  on  Towns  and  the  middle  Classes  of  Tradesmen  ;  a 
system  your  Petitioners  humbly  believe  to  be  fraught  with 
dangerous  consequences,  productive  of  dissatisfaction  and  tending 
to  an  unwise  division  and  opposition  of  Interests  in  the  Nation, 
while  parochial  rates,  or  even  the  Land  Tax  cannot  be  pleaded 
in  justification,  because  all  buildings  and  manufactories  in  Towns 
and  manufacturing  villages  are  equally  assessed  to  those  rates 
with  the  land  employed  in  Agriculture. 

THAT  the  Corn  Law  Acts  were  passed  in  1815  under  the 
delusive  idea  of  cheapening  the  Price  and  increasing  the  quantity 
of  food  by  the  encouragement  of  agriculture  ;  but  the  results 
have  been  directly  the  reverse — the  Import  of  Grain  from  foreign 
Countries  is  increased  to  nearly  three  millions  of  quarters  annu- 
ually  in  addition  to  more  than  two  millions  of  quarters  from 
Ireland — the  necessity  of  importing  so  large  a  proportion  of 
food  under  such  restrictions  cannot  be  otherwise  than  most 
injurious  and  oppressive  to  this  Country,  and  the  effect  on 
Ireland  is  to  retard  its  improvement  by  accumulating  wealth 
in  the  hands  of  a  few,  while  the  body  of  the  people  find  it 
impossible  to  emerge  from  the  depths  of  Poverty. 

THAT  no  reduction  of  Taxation  can  permanently  relieve  the 
Country  unless  accompanied  by  a  repeal  or  great  amelioration 
of  the  Com  Law,  which  with  the  increase  in  population  counter- 
acts every  other  source  of  relief. 

THAT  a  similar  interference  with  the  food  of  the  people  in 
neighbouring  nations  will  upon  examination  be  found  to  have 
greatly  contributed  to  the  convulsions  that  have  lately  taken 
place,  and  your  Petitioners  humbly  intreat  the  deep  attention 
of  your  Honourable  House  to  this  momentous  fact. 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray  your  Honourable 
House  to  repeal  or  moderate  the  Corn  Law  and  thereby  afford 
the  most  immediate  and  effectual  relief  to  the  People. 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray,  etc." 

Then,  when  the  Corn  Laws  were  repealed,  and  Peel  was  dead, 
the  White  Cloth  Hall  Trustees  voted  £4  towards  the  cost  of 
erecting  the  monument  which  now  stands  in  Victoria  Square. 
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This  political  work  was  doubtless  more  interesting  than  the 
actual  superintendence  of  the  affairs  of  the  hall,  and  Trustees 
went  home  thinking  and  talking  of  their  Parliamentary  resolu- 
tions rather  than  of  matters  more  nearly  connected  with  markets 
and  stands.  At  times  their  loquacity  seems  to  have  outrun  their 
discretion,  and  to  have  brought  upon  the  heads  of  the  Trustees 
displeasure  from  outside.  Hence,  in  February,  1800,  it  was 
"  Resolved  That  if  any  of  the  trusttes  Shall  at  any  time  or 
Place  mention  anything  relatif  to  the  bussness  we  have  in 
hand  respecting  our  applecation  to  Pairlement  so  that  it  may 
in  any  Respect  get  abroad  and  prove  injurious  to  the  Cause, 
they  Shall  forfet  the  Sume  of  five  shillings  on  such  information 
coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  trusttes."  When  a  petition  was 
being  prepared,  the  Trustees  had  to  collect  the  signatures  of 
their  constituents,  and,  as  the  hall  was  not  short  of  funds,  it 
was  decided  on  26th  June,  1827,  that  on  every  Occasion  of 
Petitioning  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament  each  Trustee  to 
have  the  sum  of  ten  shillings  allowed  for  his  trouble  and 
expenses  in  collecting  signatures  for  the  Same." 

The  story  of  the  decline  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall  is  too 
long  to  be  traced  in  detail  here.  It  was  due  to  the  inter-action 
of  many  forces  brought  into  play  by  the  Industrial  Revolution, 
and  by  the  general  change  in  the  system  of  marketing.  The  first 
blow  was  struck  when  merchants,  instead  of  buying  the  wares 
manufactured  by  others,  turned  manufacturers  themselves,  and 
began  to  make  cloth.  By  so  doing  they  could  rely  upon  obtain- 
ing exactly  the  kinds  of  cloth  which  they  required,  and  could 
supervise  and  regulate  the  processes  of  manufacture  at  every 
step.  This  union  of  merchant  and  manufacturer  into  one  person 
was  an  almost  inevitable  outcome  of  the  introduction  of  machin- 
ery and  steam  power.  The  new  possibilities  could  be  taken 
advantage  of  only  by  those  men  who  had  sufficient  money  to 
lay  out  in  miU-buildings,  machines,  and  steam  engines.  The 
merchants  had  these  supplies  of  available  capital,  bat  the  small 
clothiers  had  not.  Hence  it  was  chiefly  the  merchant  class  which 
took  advantage  of  the  great  inventions,  and  thus  partially 
destroyed  the  need  for  a  Cloth  Hall. 

At  the  same  time  some  of  the  larger  clothiers  were  taking 
similar  steps  if  they  could  afford  to  do  so.  They  were  buying 
machinery  and  setting  up  as  mill  masters.  Their  produce  might 
still  be  sold  in  the  Cloth  Hall  as  of  old,  but  at  the  same  time 
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private  sales  and  the  erection  of  warehouses  were  becomin/:^ 
much  more  common  features  of  the  industry. 

Another  development  was  the  growth  of  the  system  of  work- 
ing to  order  for  merchants  and  factors.  Buyers  were  giving 
out  samples  or  specifications  direct  to  the  manufacturers,  instead 
of  resorting  to  the  Cloth  Market,  and  so  small  clothiers  were 
becoming  more  and  more  dependent  upon  the  commercial  class. 
By  these  developments  the  great  mass  of  the  meaner  clothiers 
was  placed  in  a  very  precarious  position,  and  eventually  these 
men  must  either  retire  from  business  altogether  or  be  content  to 
become  journeymen,  working  for  the  larger  masters  who  had 
now  grown  up  on  every  hand.  The  decay  of  the  small  clothier 
meant  the  decay  of  the  Cloth  Hall,  for  although  some  of  the 
new  manufacturers  engrossed  many  stalls  and  exposed  on  them 
a  considerable  quantity  of  cloth,  still  the  warehouse  system  or  the 
other  private  alternatives  were  supplanting  the  public  market. 

This  decline  was  by  no  means  so  rapid  as  we  are  accustomed 
to  suppose,  and  took  quite  half-a-century  to  work  out  its  whole 
results.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Industrial  Revolution 
made  slow  progress  in  the  woollen  industry.  Machinery,  except 
for  spinning  and  carding,  did  not  make  much  headway  until 
the  second  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  hand-produc- 
tion was  still  important  so  late  as  1850  or  i860.  The  revolution 
in  commercial  methods  was  well  under  weigh  by  1850,  but 
there  was  still  a  considerable  amount  of  marketing  on  the  old 
lines  at  the  time  when  the  white  cloth  market  was  transferred 
to  the  new  hall  in  1868.  Hence  the  decay  of  the  White  Cloth 
Hall  was  very  steady,  and  covered  the  period  from  about  1810 
to  1875. 

The  first  hint  which  one  gets  concerning  this  decline  lies  in 
the  reception  afforded  to  a  suggestion  made  by  the  Leeds  Cor- 
poration in  1818.    In  November  of  that  year  the  Clerk  to  the 
Trustees  received  the  following  letter  from  the  Town  Clerk  : 
Sir,— 

The  Mayor,  Mr.  Prest,  and  Mr.  Hill  having  been  appointed 
a  Committee  to  fix  upon  a  suitable  and  commodious  Cow  Market 
have  thought  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall  and  the  area 
as  the  most  eligible  situation,  provided  they  can  be  had,  and 
have  directed  me  to  request  that  you  will  have  the  goodness 
to  acquaint  them  when  they  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
conferring  with  the  Trustees  upon  the  Subject. 

{Signed)  James  Nicholson." 
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Instead  of  treating  this  request  with  contempt,  the  Clerk  at 
once  called  a  special  meeting  to  consider  the  matter ;  this 
meeting  decided  to  accede  to  the  proposition,  provided  suitable 
and  adequate  accommodation  could  be  found  in  the  Mixed 
Cloth  Hall,  and  instructed  the  Clerk  to  make  inquiries  to  that 
effect.  Evidently  by  this  time  the  Hall  had  diminished  in 
importance  sufficiently  to  make  the  Trustees  willing  to  abandon 
it,  provided  they  could  find  a  home  in  the  Coloured  Cloth  Hall, 
which  was  feeling  the  same  effects  of  the  change  in  methods 
of  marketing. 

Negotiations  seem  to  have  been  postponed  for  a  time,  but 
in  May,  1822,  the  Mixed  Cloth  Hall  Trustees  unanimously 
agreed  "  that  the  White  Clothiers  shall  have  about  500  stands 
on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Mixed  Hall  at  £10  per  stand,  and 
as  many  as  they  want  in  the  White  Chamber  of  the  Hall  (not 
above  400)  at  £y  per  stand,  and  to  enjoy  every  right  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  the  present  stand 
owners  of  the  Mixed  Hall."  To  this  the  White  Cloth  Hall  Trustees 
replied  as  follows  : — 

"  The    Trustees  having    taken    into  consideration 

your  Answer  to  their  enquiry  as  to  the  terms  on  which  they 
w^ould  be  accommodated  with  800  stands  on  the  ground  floor 
of  the  Coloured  Hall  for  the  use  of  themselves  and  their  con- 
stituents, so  as  to  leave  the  White  Hall  at  liberty  for  the  use 

of  the  Corporation  at  Leeds  in  which  Answer  you  offer 

500  stands  on  the  ground  floor  at  £10  per  stand 

and  400  stands  at  £7,  cannot  but  consider  your  offer  to  them 
on  such  terms  as  a  compleat,  tho'  indirect,  negative  to  their 
proposition  to  unite  the  interests  of  both  Halls  in  one."  In  this 
refusal  to  accept  the  terms  offered,  the  Trustees  of  the  White 
Hall  were  pursuing  a  safe  course,  for  at  meetings  of  white 
clothiers  up  and  down  the  Riding,  the  whole  proposal  was 
attacked  most  vehemently.  For  instance,  a  meeting  held  at 
Idle  in  June,  1822,  declared  as  follows  : — 

(1)  That  to  remove  from  our  present  situation  to  the  Coloured 
Hall  would  be  disadvantageous  in  the  extreme  ; 

(2)  That  we  are  therefore  determined  not  to  consent  to  such 
an  arrangement  on  any  terms  which  the  Trustees  of  the  Coloured 
Hall  can  offer. 

At  similar  meetings  it  was  found  that  there  was  a  very  great 
majority  of  the  manufacturers  opposed  to  any  removal  of  the 
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market.  The  project  was  therefore  abandoned,  and  the  halls 
continued  on  their  separate  paths  for  the  rest  of  their  existence. 
During  the  next  forty  years  the  number  of  stall-owners  declined, 
whilst  those  of  the  larger  manufacturers  who  continued  to  use 
the  hall  as  a  market  engrossed  to  themselves  a  greater  number 
of  stands.  Thus  in  May,  1848,  it  was  declared  that  the  number 
of  stand-owners  was  only  456,  and  of  these  236  did  not  frequent 
the  market.  In  April,  1853,  there  were  only  406  owners. 
Some  of  these  possessed  as  many  as  sixteen  or  twenty  stands, 
and  almost  any  number  of  stands  could  be  purchased  at  less 
than  los.  each. 

Still,  the  market  continued,  and  a  few  merchants  were  to  be 
found  there  regularly,  making  purchases  as  in  former  days. 
In  1865  came  a  great  crisis  in  the  history  of  the  Hall.  The 
North-Eastern  Railway  Co.  was  at  that  time  planning  its  exten- 
sion into  the  heart  of  Leeds,  a  scheme  which  could  only  be 
carried  out  by  taking  the  line  through  the  area  covered  by  the 
southern  side  of  the  White  Cloth  Hall.  The  stallholders 
threatened  to  oppose  the  Railway  Company's  Bill,  which  was 
then  before  Parliament,  but  negotiations  were  soon  commenced, 
and  eventually,  in  1865,  an  agreement  was  reached.  The 
Railway  Company  promised  that  it  would,  at  its  own  expense, 
within  the  next  three  years,  and  before  in  any  way  taking 
possession  of  or  interfering  with  the  old  Hall,  erect  a  new 
building  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Trustees,  whose 
approval  should  be  necessary  for  every  detail.  In  accordance 
with  this  agreement  the  North-Eastern  Railway  Co.  set  to 
work  to  provide  a  new  home  for  the  white  clothiers,  and  by 
the  middle  of  1868  the  Hall  in  King  Street  was  completed.  It 
was  similar  in  plan  to  the  old  building,  with  its  rows  of  stalls 
providing  accommodation  quite  as  adequate  as  did  its  prede- 
cessor. On  Tuesday,  14th  July,  1868,  the  last  market  was  held 
in  the  old  building,  and  on  the  following  Saturday  the  cloths 
found  a  home  in  the  new  Hall.  Visitors  who  came  to  inspect 
this  new  establishment  remarked  on  the  fact  that  far  more 
coloured  cloths  were  shown  than  white  cloths, ^  an  observation 
which  emphasises  one  of  the  many  changes  which  had  taken 
place  during  the  last  hundred  years. 

This  new  building  was  never  fully  utilised  as  a  cloth  market. 
In  the  eighties  a  large  part  of  it  was  leased  to  the  Inland 
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Revenue  and  Parcel  Post  Authorities,  whilst  the  amount  of 
cloth  brought  there  for  sale  gradually  dwindled  to  a  negligible 
quantity,  and  the  market  finally  lapsed  altogether.  By  1890 
the  days  of  the  Cloth  Hall  were  quite  over,  and  the  only 
question  was  how  profitably  could  the  whole  concern  be  wound 
up.  In  1888  an  Act  had  been  obtained  allowing  the  Hall  to 
be  sold,  and  in  1895  purchasers  were  found.  The  whole  estate 
changed  hands  for  ;f40,ooo  ;  out  of  this  an  annuity  of  £40  was 
provided  for  Mrs.  Webster,  and  the  remainder  distributed 
amongst  the  stallholders  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  stalls 
held.  This  disbursement  of  the  funds  was  made  in  October, 
1896,  and  worked  out  at  over  £30  per  stall,  a  profitable  return 
to  those  men  who  had  paid  probably  less  than  30s.  each  for 
them.i  The  building  was  demolished  soon  afterwards,  and  the 
Hotel  Metropole  stands  in  its  place.  The  old  Hall  down  in  the 
Calls  was  broken  through  by  the  North-Eastem  line,  but  part 
of  it  still  survives,  and  is  inhabited  by  all  manner  of  dealers, 
though  I  doubt  if  a  single  room  is  dedicated  to  the  sale  of 
wool  or  cloth. 

And  there  the  story  ends.

Some  (Blii  IBeebs  relating  to 

Probably  no  parish  in  Yorkshire  has  had  its  local  history 
better  recorded  than  is  contained  in  the  volume  published 
by  the  Thoresby  Society  on  Barwick-in-Elmet,  and  written  by 
the  late  Rector,  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Colman,  M.A.,  in  1908.  The 
parish  registers,  wills,  and  monumental  inscriptions  have  also 
been  well  transcribed  and  edited  by  Mr.  G.  D.  Lumb,  F.S.A., 
in  a  copious  volume  of  the  same  date,  so  that  it  may  seem  at 
first  a  labour  of  supererogation  to  add  anything  to  what  has 
been  already  so  admirably  accomplished.  As,  however,  finality 
is  no  more  to  be  attained  in  parochial  history  than  in  any  other 
branch  of  knowledge,  and  as  the  writer  has  had  the  good 
fortune  to  discover  in  a  private  muniment  room  some  old  deeds 
relating  to  Barwick,  which  have  not  as  yet  been  published,  and 
which  add  some  important  details  of  information  to  what  has 
been  previously  collected,  no  further  apology  is  needed  for  mak- 
ing this  small  addition  to  the  already-published  documents  on 
the  subject. 

First  in  importance  among  these  recently  discovered  deeds 
is  an  old  grant  (with  a  large  seal  in  green  wax  attached) 
by  Henry  de  Lascy,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  of  two  bovates  or  oxgangs 
of  land  at  Barwick,  dated  on  Thursday  before  the  feast  of 
SS.  Simon  and  Jude  (Oct.  28),  in  the  32nd  year  of  Edward  I, 
or  A.D.  1304.  The  chief  point  of  interest  in  this  document  is 
that  it  gives  us  the  surname  of  that  Elena,  wife  of  Thomas 
Elys,  who  stands  No.  II  in  the  pedigree  of  Ellis  of  Kiddal  Hall, 
which  is  given  opposite  page  260  of  the  History  of  Barwick. 
This  lady  is  mentioned  as  the  daughter  of  John  de  Vescy, 
a  family  of  some  distinction  in  Yorkshire  at  that  time.  We 
also  learn  that  Alesia,  or  Alice  de  Lascy,  mentioned  in  the  pedi- 
gree of  that  family  on  p.  108  of  the  History  as  living  in  1272, 
was  still  living  at  the  date  of  this  grant  in  1304,  so  that  she 
must  have  long  survived  her  husband,  Edmund  de  Lascy, 
and  liave  been  then  a  very  aged  lady.    A  })hotograph  of  this 
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deed  is  given  at  the  commencement  of  this  article  ;  but  as  the 
abbreviated  Latin  may  be  difficult  to  some,  the  following  is  an 
extended  transcript  of  the  same  : — 

Omnibus  hoc  scriptum  visuris.  Henricus  de  Lascy,  Comes 
Lincoln  salutem  in  domino.  Noveritis  nos  concessisse  Thome 
Elys  de  Pontefracto  et  Elene  uxori  ejus  quod  due  bovate  terre 
cum  pertinenciis  in  Berwyk,  quas  Johannes  de  Vescy  pater 
dicte  Elene  aliquando  tenuit,  que  ad  nos  et  heredes  nostros 
post  mortem  Domine  Alesie  matris  nostre  legitime  reverti  et 
remanere  deberent,  predictis  Thome  et  Elene  et  heredibus 
ipsius  Elene  post  mortem  dicte  Domine  Alesie  remaneant 
in  feodo  et  hereditate  imperpetuum.  Tenendum  et  habendum 
libere  quiete  bene  et  in  pace  post  decessum  dicte  Domine  Alesie, 
Reddendo  inde  annuatim,  post  mortem  dicte  Domine  Alesie, 
nobis  et  heredibus  nostris  Triginta  solidos  sterlingorum  ad  duos 
anni  terminos,  medietatem  ad  Pentecost'  et  aliam  medietatem 
ad  festum  Sancti  Martini  in  Hyeme  tantum.  Et  nos  Henricus 
et  heredes  nostri  predict  a  tenement  a  cum  suis  pertinenciis  pre- 
dictis Thome  et  Elene  et  heredibus  ipsius  Elene  contra  omnes 
gentes  Warrantizabimus.  In  cujus  rei  testimonium  parti  hujus 
scripti  cirograffati  penes  dictos  Thomam  et  Elenam  remanenti 
sigillum  nostrum  apponi  fecimus.  Et  alteri  parti  penes  nos 
Henricum  et  heredes  nostros  remanenti  sigilla  dictorum  Thome 
et  Elene  sunt  apposita.  Hiis  testibus  Dno  WiHmo  le  Vavasur, 
milite,  Dfio  Robto  Bayllolp,  Dfio  Wilimo  Nunns,  Thoma  de  Fysshe- 
burn,  Mag'ro  Ric'o  de  Halghton,  parsona  ecclesie  de  Berwyk, 
Alano  de  Smetheton,  Alexandro  de  Ledes,  et  aliis.  Dat'  Ebor 
die  Jovis  prox.  post  festum  Apostolorum  Simonis  et  Jude  Anno 
regni  Regis  Edwardi  tricesimo  secundo." 

[Endorsement.] 

"  Istud  scriptum  non  liberetur  Thome  Elys  nec  Elene  uxori 
antequam  dicta  Elena  fecerit  recognitionem  communis  Justicie 
quod  remisit  et  quietum  clamavit  Johanni,  filio  Wilii  de  Methe- 
lagh  totum  titulum,  etc.,  quod  habuit  in  tenementis  contentis 
in  brevi  convencione  inter  ipsos  Thomam  et  Elenam  ex  parte 
una  et  predictum  Johannem  ex  altera." 

Doubtless  this  John  son  of  William  de  Methlagh  is  the  same 
person  referred  to  on  p.  243  of  the  History  as  acquiring  by 
fine  property  from  Thomas  Elys  and  Elena  his  wife  about  this 
time. 
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The  next  document  is  a  copy  of  the  entry  on  the  Court 
Roll  of  Barwick  and  Scholes,  dated  18  December,  14  Henry  IV 
(1412),  relating  to  a  surrender,  Will.  Sayner  and  Joan  his  wife 
to  Elizabeth  Rawson,  late  wife  of  Richard  Rawson,  for  life, 
and  then  to  her  son  Robert  Rawson,  of  7  acres  of  land  in 
Barwick,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

"  Ad  Curiam  de  Berwyk  et  Scoles  tentam  apud  Berwyk 
xviijo  (lie  Decembris  Anno  regni  regis  Henrici  quarti  xiiij.  Will. 
Sayner  et  Johanna,  uxor  ejus,  et  ipsa  examinata  causeque 
presentibus  hie  in  Curia  in  propriis  personis  suis  sursum  reddider- 
unt  in  manus  domini  vij  acras  terre  cum  pertinenciis  suis  in 
Berwyk  ad  opus  Elizabethe  que  fuit  uxor  Ric'i  Rawson,  Tenen- 
dum sibi  ad  totam  vitam  suam  per  servicia  secundum  consue- 
tudines  Manerii  et  dat  domino  de  fine  pro  ingressu  xi]d.  Et 
post  decessum  predicte  Elizabethe  predicte  vii  acre  terre  cum 
suis  pertinenciis  remaneant  Roberto  filio  ejusdem  Ric'i  Raweson 
et  heredibus  suis  imperpetuum.  Que  reversio  predict  arum 
vij  acrarum  terre  cum  pertinenciis  suis  cum  acciderit  concessa 
est  prefato  Roberto,  Tenendum  sibi  et  heredibus  suis  per  de- 
misum  secundum  consuetudines  Manerii.  Et  dat  domino  de 
fine  pro  reversione  habenda  cum  acciderit  iiijs.  Et  super  hoc

Que  concessa  sunt  predicto 
Roberto,  Tenendum  sibi  et  heredibus  suis  per  servicia  secundum 
consuetudines  Manerii.  Et  dat  domino  de  fine  pro  ingressu

A  similar  copy  from  the  Court  Roll  of  Barwick,  dated  22  April, 
24  Henry  VI  (1446),  is  of  a  release  and  quitclaim,  William 
Kyrkby  and  Robert,  his  son  and  heir,  to  Robert  Hay  ton, 
chaplain,  of  their  title  to  a  cottage  and  4  acres  i  rood  of  land 
in  Barwick,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

*'  Berwyk.  Ad  Curiam  cum  turno  tentam  ibidem  vicesimo 
secundo  die  Aprilis  Anno  regni  regis  Henrici  sexti  vicesimo 
quarto." 

"  Wilhns  Kyrkby  et  Robtus  Kyrkeby,  filius  et  heres  ipsius 
WiHmi,  per  WiHm  Jakson,  clericum  Curie,  remiserunt  relax- 
averunt  et  omnino  de  et  pro  se  et  heredibus  suis  imperpetuum 
quietum   clamavcrunt   Robto   Heyton,   capellano,   heredibus  et 
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assignatis  suis  imperpetuum  totum  jus  titulum  et  clameum 
que  ipsi  habent  habuerunt  seu  in  future  habere  poterint  de 
et  in  uno  Cotagio  quatuor  acris  et  una  roda  terre  cum  suis 
pertinenciis  in  Berwyk,  Ita  vero  quod  non  ipsi  predicti  WiUmus 
et  Robtus  nec  heredes  sui  neque  aliquis  alius  per  eos  sive 
nomine  suo  aliquod  jus  titulum  vel  clameum  de  et  in  predicto 
Cotagio  et  terris  cum  suis  pertinenciis  decetero  exigere  pretendere 
aut  vindicare  poterint  in  futuro,  Set  ab  omni  actione  juris  tituli 
et  clamei  de  et  in  eisdem  sunt  imperpetuum  exclusi.

The  name  Robert  Hay  ton  occurs  on  pp.  84,  85  of  the  History 
of  Barwick,  as  a  parochial  chaplain  in  1502,  and  as  an  assistant 
curate  1 572-1 601  ;  so  that  the  Robert  Hayton  who  receives 
the  above  release  in  1446  makes  a  third  assistant  priest  of  that 
name  in  Barwick. 

Another  interesting  extract  from  the  Court  Rolls  of  Barwick, 
Scholes,  and  Roundhay  for  1478  and  1479  contains  the  report 
of  a  dispute  as  to  whether  two  small  closes  of  5  acres  called 
Westcrofts,  belonging  to  Thomas  Ellys,  and  by  him  demised 
to  Adam  Mobirlay,  were  held  separately,  or  were  subject  to  the 
common  rights  of  the  other  tenants  at  certain  times  of  each 
year,   and   altogether   every   third   year.    The   result   is  that 
they  are  found  to  be  held  separately,  and  the  whole  report, 
which  illustrates  well  the  old  agricultural  system,  is  as  follows  : —

crofts que  essent   aperta  et  communia  tenentibus  domini  infra 
dominium  predictum  quolibet  anno  tempore  aperto,  videlicet, 
a  festo  Sancti  Michaelis  usque  festum  Purificationis  beate  Marie 
Virginis  extunc  proxime  sequens,  et  quolibet  tercio  anno  pre- 
dicta  duo  Clausa  essent  et  jacerent  aperta  et  communia  predictis 
tenentibus  toto  anni  tempore,  sine  licentia  ulla  in  et  ad  eorum 
magnum  et  grave  dampnum.    Ideo  presentatum  fuit  preposito 
de  Berwyk  quod  ipse  attachiaret  aut  attachiari  faceret  predictum 
Adam,  Ita  quod  ipse  comparare  debuisset  ad  proximam  Curiam 
cUm  turno  de  Berwyk  Scoles  et   Roundehay  tenturam  apud 
Berwyk  xxvijo  die  Aprilis  Anno  regni  regis  Edwardi  iiijti  xix 
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ad  respondendum  domino  Regi  de  transgressione  predicta. 
Ad  quern  diem  et  Curiam  cum  tumo  de  Berwyk,  Scoles  et 
Roundehay  tentam  ibidem  dictis  die  et  anno,  predictus  preposi- 
tus  adtunc  ibidem  mandat  et  testatur  quod  predictus  Adam 
attachiatus  fuit  per  Thomam  Ellys  attorn atum  suum  qui  venit 
et  dicit  quod  predicta  duo  parva  Clausa  sunt  et  tempore  pre- 
sentium  predictarum  fuerunt  solum  et  liberum  tenementum  ipsius 
Thome  et  libere  tentum  per  cartam  absque  hoc  quod  idem 
Adam  aliquod  habuit  in  predictis  duobus  parvis  Clausis  nisi  ex 
dimissione  predicti  Thome  pro  termino  annorum  et  sic  idem 
Adam  per  mandatum  ipsias  Thome  predicta  duo  parva  Clausa 
inclusit  et  ea  inclusa  tenet  omnibus  annis  et  omni  tempore 
anni  prout  ei  bene  licuit.

Et  ideo  presentatum 
est  Ricardo  Braithwayte  ballivo  in  partibus  borialibus  Honoris 
Pontisfracti  quod  ipse  venire  faciat  xxiiij  probos  et  legales 
homines  de  balliva  sua  contra  proximam  Curiam  predicti  honoris 
apud  Pontemfractum  assignatam  teneri  die  Sabbati  quinto 
decimo  die  Maii  Anno  regni  regis  Edwardi  quarti  xix  ad  festum 
martyrum  illorum,  ad  quam  Curiam  tentam  ibidem,  videlicet, 
apud  Pontemfractum  predictum  die  Sabbati  quinto  decimo  de 
Maii  Anno  predicto,  predictus  ballivus  adtunc  retomavit  nomina 
impanellatorum  scilicet,  WiHms  Gascoigne,  Wilims  Diconson, 
Henricus  Harp3m,  Thomas  Preston,  Johes  Rauson  fil  Thome 
Rauson,  Robtus  Diconson,  Wiiims  Taillour,  Wilims  Lescy, 
Ric'us  Hudson,  Thomas  Dery,  WiUms  Calverley  et  Robtus 
Kilchieff  qui  ad  hoc  electi  triati  et  jurati  dicunt  super  sacramentum 
suum  quod  predicta  duo  parva  Clausa  sunt  liberum  tenementum 
prefati  Thome  et  tempore  presentium  predictarum  fuerunt  et 
essent  separalia  et  in  separalitate  tenta  omnibus  annis  et  omni 
tempore  anni,  et  non  aperta  et  communia  tenentibus  predictis." 

The  remaining  documents  relating  to  Barwick  which  have 
come  under  the  writer's  notice,  being  of  a  much  later  date, 
and  too  lengthy  for  transcribing  in  full,  will  be  quite  sufficiently 
dealt  with  by  a  brief  epitome  of  each,  as  follows  : —

1721-1729. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Leeds  Mercury  are  taken  from 
bound  volumes  in  the  Hailstone  Library,  which  forms  part  of  the 
Minster  Library  at  York.  The  Hailstone  volumes  contain  the  follow- 
ing years  : — 1721-3, 1725-6, 1727-9, 1729-30, 1730-1, 1734-6  (incomplete), 
1736-9,  1739-42  (incomplete). 

According  to  Parson  and  White's  Annals  of  Leeds,  etc.,  the  Leeds 
Mercury  was  first  printed  July  ist,  17 18,  by  John  Hirst,  over 
against  Kirkgate-end,"  where  advertisements  were  "  taken  in  at  two 
shillings  and  sixpence  a  piece  "  ;  but  it  appears  that  during  the  two 
succeeding  years  only  about  twenty  were  received,  advertising  and 
puffing  not  being  so  much  in  fashion  as  now  [1830].  The  Annals 
observe  that  during  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence  this  now 
[1830]  popular  journal  consisted  of  twelve  small  quarto  pages,  the 
first  of  which  is  ornamented  with  a  rude  wood-cut,  representing  the 
Golden  Fleece,  and  a  fat  old  postman,  with  a  wig  and  low-crowned 
and  broad-brimmed  hat,  blowing  a  straight  horn,  and  appearing  to 
gallop  on  a  heavy  bob-tailed  horse,  under  which  was  printed,  in  large 
type,  "  The  Leeds  Mercury  being  the  freshest  advices.  Foreign  and 
Domestick,  together  with  an  account  of  trade,"  etc.  etc.  The  paper 
then  sold  for  three-halfpence,  and  the  editor  of  that  day  appears  to 
have  considered  the  local  affairs  of  his  own  town  and  neighbourhood 
to  be  too  well  known  to  require  noticing  ;  during  the  whole  of  the 
period  alluded  to,  the  Mercury  contained  but  brief  extracts  from  the 
London  papers,  with  the  weekly  metropolitan  bills  of  mortality 
and  casualties,  amongst  which  we  find  enumerated  the  following 
diseases  : — Chrisms,  Grief,  Griping  of  the  Guts,  Head  Mould-shot, 
Rising  oHK  Lights,  Spotted  Feaver,  Thrush,  Tissick,  Twisting  the  Guts, 
Tympany,  etc.  etc.  The  Mercury  was  afterwards  published  by  James 
Lister,  in  New  Street,  the  price  was  2d.,  and  the  stamp  a  halfpenny  ; 
it  was  discontinued  on  the  17th  of  June,  1755,  and,  after  an  interval 
of  eleven  years  and  a  half,  was  resumed  by  Jas.  Bowling  in  January ^ 
1767.  On  the  4th  October,  1794,  the  Mercury  devolved  into  the  hands 
of  Messrs.  Binns  &  Brown,  by  whom  it  was  transferred  on  the  7th  of 
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March,  1801,  to  Edward  Baines.  To  the  above  excellent  account  it 
is  only  necessary  to  add  that  the  paper  continued  in  the  Baines 
family  until  1901,  when  it  was  acquired  by  the  Messrs.  Harmsworth. 
The  Annals  contain  extracts  from  the  Mercury  from  1719-20  onwards. 
Photographs  of  three  of  the  earliest  copies  are  here  reproduced. 
The  view  of  Leeds  heads  the  papers  from  No.  172  to  No.  330 
inclusive  (Aug.  6,  1728,  to  Oct.  5,  1731).  The  Leeds  Parish  Registers 
and  other  publications  of  the  Society  will  be  found  useful  with  refer- 
ence to  the  persons  mentioned  in  the  extracts.  The  miles  mentioned  are 
ancient  customary  ones,  equal  to  about  i|  statute  miles.  Mr.  Godfrey 
Bingley  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Howdill  have  very  kindly  photographed  the  papers, 
and  the  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  them.

Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  in  an  advanced  Age  ;  sufficiently  known,  and 
deservedly  esteemed  for  his  laborious  and  learned  Books  relating  to  the 
Antiquities  of  this  Town  and  Parish,  and  Parts  adjacent ;  which  have 
been  well  received  by  the  Nation  ;  and  wherein  he  has  given  eminent 
Proofs  of  his  Industry,  Fidelity,  and  Skill.  His  own  Genius  and  his  Father's 
Example,  led  him  early  to  the  Study  of  Antiquities,  in  collecting  Materials 
for  which  he  had  such  great  Success,  that  as  the  Report  of  'em  drew  all 
Strangers  that  touched  upon  this  Town  to  go  to  see  'em,  so  the  Sight 
of  them  sent  them  away  with  Astonishment,  how  the  Diligence  of  one 
private  Person  could  make  himself  Master  of  such  a  vast  Collection  of 
Coins,  Medals,  Manuscripts,  and  all  Sorts  of  natural  and  artificial  Curiosi- 
ties. He  was  in  the  former  Part  of  his  Life  a  Dissenter,  but  by  an  honest 
and  impartial  Enquiry  disengaged  from  his  Prejudices,  and  lived  in  the 
Communion  of  the  Church  of  England  with  great  Inoffensiveness  of  Be- 
haviour and  exemplary  Piety  ;  and  in  Short  was  in  all  Respects  an  useful 
and  valuable  Man.

At  Leeds  Church,  the  9th  day  of  June,  Anno  Regis  Caroli  nunc 
Anglie  etc.  octavo  Annoq.  D'ni  1632. 

Whereas  at  a  Generall  Meeting  this  day  at  the  Parish  Church 
of  Leedes  as  well  of  the  Alderman,  Burgesses,  and  Assistants 
of  the  Burrough  of  Leedes  aforesaid,  as  also  of  y©  Vicar  and 
diverse  Churchwardens  and  other  Inhabitants  within  the  said 
Parish  of  Leedes,  who  taking  into  consideration  the  great  and 
unnecessary  charges  w^^  the  said  Parish  have  been  put  unto 
by  the  disorderly  and  much  ringing  of  the  bells  at  y^  aforesaid 
Church,  which  usually  hath  been  left  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Ringers  who  regarded  nothing  else  but  their  own  pleasure  and 
profits.  It  is  therefore  thought  fitting,  agreed  upon,  and  ordered 
by  and  with  the  full  consent  of  this  whole  assembly  that 
such  like  disorderly  ringing  shall  be  prevented  by  the  Clarks 
of  y6  Parish  in  not  suffering  above  two  peals  to  be  rung  for  any
